Guilt by nomination 


Why Alito is so bad; plus, the lesson of Theo 


TRYING TO MAKE SENSE OF 
PRESIDENT BUSH'S CHOICES FOR 
THE US SUPREME COURT IS 
frustrating business. Frustrating because 
the process surrounding the nominees 
defies reality. It assumes that in making 
his choices, the president is acting out of 
some sense of noble motive — tinged, of 
course, by some small degree of political 
consideration. After all, the thinking 
goes, the man did win the election. When 
all is said and done, he’s the only presi- 
dent we have. And like dutiful citizens, 
those of us who did not vote him are sup- 
posed to grin and graciously wait for our 
candidate to capture the White House so 
that someone more congenial can be 
named to the nation’s highest court. 

Anyone who buys that line of thinking 
should have his or her head examined. If 
there is anything we’ve learned about 
Bush in his five years in office, it’s that 
he’s a liar. The nation is still digesting the 
lies that have landed US troops in what is 
clearly an interminable and probably un- 
winnable war in Iraq. 

Bush’s really big lie, however, was his 
promise that he would govern from the 
center of the political spectrum. Bush is a 
right-wing radical, an economic royalist 
who favors the rich and the investor class 
over the working and middle classes. As 
for the poor, as far as Bush is concerned, to 
hell with them — especially if they were 
unlucky enough to live in Louisiana or oth- 
er regions of the Gulf Coast. 

The mainstream media are wedded to 
the false notion that the nomination, eval- 
uation, and approval or rejection of 
Supreme Court justices somehow resem- 
bles a sacramental proceeding, more di- 
vinely inspired than not. That’s rot. The 
nomination of Judge Samuel Alito, like the 
nomination of the now-approved and sit- 
ting Chief Justice John Roberts, is an exer- 
cise in power politics. It’s another very 
conscious and deliberate attempt by Presi- 
dent Bush to turn back the clock, not by 10 
or even 20 years, but by increments of 50 or 
100 years. His is a pre-Darwinian America, 
where men are men and woman are wives 
(or should be), and we are all God’s chil- 
dren unless we are gay or lesbian. 

Alito, like Roberts, is a rock-ribbed con- 
servative. The only question is how conser- 
vative. Unlike Roberts, Alito has a long pa- 
per trail. And what that trail shows is dis- 
turbing. This we know: he thinks wives 
should be subservient to their husbands and 
that Congress does not have the authority to 
regulate who — if anyone — can own ma- 
chine guns. When you strip away the intel- 
lectual window-dressing those are the only 
conclusions you are left with when you con- 
sider his, so far, two best-known judicial

dissents. These are disturbing indicators. 

If we have learned anything about Bush 
it is to watch what he does, not what he 
says. Why anyone thinks this dedicated 
and unprincipled reactionary would ap- 
point anyone but hard-nosed right- 
wingers, albeit Ivy League-educated ones 
(there’s a delicious irony), to the nation’s 
highest court is beyond us. 

At this point in his tenure, it should be 
clear that Bush is beyond reasonableness. It 
is unreasonable to assume or to even hope 
that Bush’s appointees will not do harm. 
The law of averages suggests that not every- 
thing they do will be bad, just most of it. 
And it will be all that much worse because 
Alito, if approved, and Roberts will appear 
to be so reasonable, so scholarly, so civil. 

Bush and the scum that surround him 
have so polluted the language of our politi- 
cal discourse that America seems to lack 
the vocabulary to fight back. It’s beyond 
frustrating. It’s criminal. 


NOT JUST A GAME 
Baseball is a great sport. It’s as American 
as, well, apple pie. But it’s also a big busi- 
ness. And anyone who forgot that got a 
rude awakening last week as Boston ab- 
sorbed the news that General Manager 
Theo Epstein was leaving the Red Sox. 
Epstein’s exit took place amid reports of 
a rift between him and team CEO Larry 
Lucchino, One popular interpretation is 
that the so-called baseball guy concluded 
he couldn’t co-exist with the business guy. 
In fact, the moral of the story may be that 
the athletes the Sox put on the field are 


just one part of a larger and very sophisti- 
cated corporate strategy. 

The new ownership — in bringing in 
players like David Ortiz and Curt Schilling 
— put together a ball club that finally 
broke the “Curse of the Bambino” and won 
the World Series. That’s an achievement of 
mythical proportions. 

But their real-life achievement — 
reflected in everything from construction 
of the Monster Seats and ambitious devel- 
opment plans for the neighborhood to its 
shrewd use of radio station WEEI as a mar- 
keting outlet — is to dramatically expand 
and strengthen the Sox-business brand 
and wring out as much money as humanly 
possible from a ballpark with limited seat- 
ing capacity. 

With the second-largest payroll in base- 
ball and as a major player in the free-agent 
market, the Sox brass have learned a more 
prudent version of the George Steinbrenner 
lesson — that it takes real money to com- 
pete successfully and keep fans in the seats. 

When it comes to Epstein, we have no 
doubt that the Sox wish things had played 
out differently. But the Theo saga is about 
power politics inside a private corporation 
worth more than $500 million, Sure it was 
about baseball. But more than that, it was 
about big business. Fans, who also happen 
to be Boston and Massachusetts taxpayers, 
would do well to keep that in mind as they 
evaluate the various requests the Red Sox 
are making for “neighborhood improve- 
ments,” which if made by any other corpo- 
rate entity would be viewed as a private 
request for public support. ©

In 2003, as Iraq burned, critic and con- 

servative pundit Michael Medved wrote 
in the National Review about an “odd, unset- 
tling” plot twist for one of Marvel’s marquee 
men in tights.

Fear of God 


Thou shalt not criticize 


President Bush 


The Republican Party’s already done a bang- 
up job co-opting organized religion in this 
country. Now, though, it looks like the GOP 
may be adding a little more 
oomph to its faith-based agenda. 

This past Sunday, the rector of 
Pasadena, California’s All Saints 
Episcopal Church, J. Edward 
Bacon, warned his congregation 
that — due to a guest preacher’s 
sermon criticizing the Iraq war 
and the Bush tax cuts prior to the 
2004 presidential election — the 
Internal Revenue Service may re- 
voke the church’s tax-exempt sta- 
tus. This threat is “a direct as- 
sault on freedom of speech and 
freedom of religion,” Bacon told 
the Associated Press. 

He’s right. As Bill McKibben recently pointed 
out in “The Christian Paradox,” a fine Harper’s ar- 





ticle, there is precious little affinity between the 
Christian gospels and contemporary conser- 
vatism. Contrary to what Laura Bush thinks, 


a 


American literature isn’t apolitical; 
contrary to what the IRS thinks, 
American churches aren’t either. Or 
at least, they shouldn't be. 
According to IRS spokesman 
Bruce Friedland, federal law pro- 
hibits the discussion of specific 
cases of possible noncompliance. 
However, Friedland noted that 
about 60 tax-exempt organizations 
have been investigated for inappro- 
priate political involvement — 
which would violate federal guide- 
lines for nonprofits — and that a 
third of these are churches. He 


would not, however, identify whether the 


majority of the alleged church violations 
were pro-Kerry or pro-Bush.

That guy at Fenway who sprints from the bullpen to 


Reality Check 


Election message: the city is stagnant 


What a letdown. This year’s city elections 

had so much potential. Sure, the chances 
of Maura Hennigan unseating Mayor Tom 
Menino were minimal. But at least there was a 
chance that Hennigan would make Menino 
sweat a bit on Election Night. Or that progres- 
sive favorite Felix Arroyo would bump Michael 
Flaherty from the top at-large city-council spot. 
Or that a couple of promising newcomers — 
Sam Yoon and John Connolly? Sam Yoon and 
Patricia White? — would grab at-large seats. Or 
that either Gibran Rivera or Susan Passoni 
would pull off an upset for the ages. 

Instead, we get this: Tom Menino more 
than doubled Maura Hennigan’s vote total. 
(Note to everyone who hoped a close race 
might shake Menino out of his late-career 
lethargy: it’s not going to happen.) Yoon 
nabbed the at-large spot vacated by Hennigan, 
but he’ll be the only newcomer to the council 
come 2006. Despite Connolly’s swagger and 
cash, Matt O’Malley’s friendship with Andrea 
Cabral, and the family connections of White 
and Ed Flynn, Steve Murphy — the same Steve 
Murphy whose head adorned a dinosaur’s 
body in the Phoenix a few months back — kept 
his at-large seat. Flaherty topped the ticket 
yet again. And district councilors Jimmy Kelly 
and John Tobin stopped Passoni and Rivera, 
respectively, in races that really weren’t all 
that close. 

Much will be made of Yoon’s win, and for 
good reason. After ali, he’s Boston’s first 
Asian-American elected official and, as of 
now, a potential mayoral candidate come 
2009. But while Yoon’s story may be uplifting, 
the underlying lesson of this year’s elections 
is much bleaker. 

Boston’s once-vibrant political culture has 
ossified. Including the mayor, 10 incumbents 
competed for their jobs this year. Ten incum- 
bents were re-elected. And none of them really 
had to sweat on Election Night, sending a mes- 
sage to the world that everything is just fine 
and dandy in our city (never mind middle-class 
flight, a dysfunctional homicide squad, deep 
dissatisfaction in the public schools). 

Meanwhile, another slate of promising 
challengers — the strongest in years, actually 
— went home disappointed. Patricia White has 
already said she won't run again. Will Matt 
O’Malley, who stalled this year after a strong 
campaign in 2003, give up as well? What about 
Connolly, who looked like a lock just a few 
weeks ago? Hell, what about Ed Flynn? For the 
sake of Boston, let’s hope not. There’s a danger 
when council jobs become lifetime positions: 
the people who hold them risk growing stag- 
nant and unimaginative, content to merely 
bide time and wait for something better to 
open up. This danger is all the more pro- 
nounced in the case of Menino, who seems 
destined to have the mayor’s job for long as he 
wants it. Please, John and Matt and Patricia 
and Ed — come back in two years.

New face for a New Boston 


As poll numbers poured in at the Blarney Stone 
in Dorchester, Sam Yoon looked dazed as he 
searched for the words to describe his success. 

“Just. . . |just tried to be me, as corny as 
that sounds,” Yoon said as his wife wiped away 
tears behind him. What that meant was em- 
bracing — and now moving beyond — the label 
he’ll live with forever. 

“For however long, I'll still be ‘the first Asian- 
American councilor in the history of Boston,’ ” 
he said. “I’m more than that, and the city saw 
that, but this is for the Asian community. This 
is an honor, and now it’s a daunting responsi- 
bility to do this first.” 

“It’s not a New Boston anymore,” he added, 
as much to the diverse crowd cheering him at 
the Blarney Stone as to the city. “This is just the 
way Boston is. This is today’s Boston.” 

Today’s Boston has no place for Patricia White. 
In West Roxbury, where White accepted her 
second — and final, she says — defeat, sup- 
porters were irked. 

“What we thought was that Boston was 
changing,” said 25-year-old Sarah Holland, a 
South Boston resident who worked on White’s 
campaign. “But what we thought was that 
Patricia was part of that, as a woman.” With 





White’s loss, District Three councilor Maureen 
Feeney is the sole woman on the council. 

But it’s over for White, who said campaign 
chores such as holding signs and raising money 
can be “unpleasant and an act of discipline,” 
and who seems relieved to have the experience 
behind her. Now, she looks forward to spend- 
ing time with her husband and her five-month 
old son — who she gave birth to in the middle 
of a competitive campaign — and getting in- 
volved in city politics from a different angle. 
“There are other ways you can be creative and 
be a part of the city,” she said. “I will never run 
for elected office again.” 

Nothing seemed to be over at Triple D’s in Ja- 
maica Plain, where a rowdy crowd stayed late to 
celebrate Cibran Rivera’s energetic candidacy. 

“Honestly, until the numbers came in, I 
thought this was ours,” Rivera said over a beer. 

And next time, he’s sure it will be. “We won 
in the progressive community overwhelmingly. 
The people of West Roxbury don't know me yet. 
I feel like getting to know people takes time. We 
know what we’re doing and we know what we 
are. This campaign was, and has been, and will 
continue to be about social change.”

The first player to score during last 
Friday’s Celtics home game is Mark 


Blount. A seven-foot center with protruding 
ears, droopy fish eyes, and a permanently 
daft expression, Blount spent last season 
struggling offensively. But against reigning 
Eastern Conference champs the Detroit 
Pistons, he’s playing well: in the second 
quarter, the dopey-faced gum chewer 
makes a jump shot with less than a second 
left, his 12th point of the night, bringing 
the Celtics to a 43-38 lead. A bald kidina 
Larry Bird jersey who’s double-fisting con- 
cession-stand Hurricanes screams from the 
balcony, “I’m Mark Blount and I swear to 
God I’m funky!” 

“Didja hear that?” whispers 28-year-old 
John Kulsick, a red-bearded Acton native 
who’s sitting right behind him. “That 
makes me happy.” 

Kulsick, who’s better known as Miracle 
Johan, wrote the line his neighbor is 
unknowingly quoting. It’s from a hilarious 
one-minute-53-second track called “I Swear 
to God” that surfaced on the Internet last 
spring, along with nine other songs Kulsick 
scripted from the first-person perspectives 
of individual Celtics players. In the Blount 
track, Kulsick impersonates the 250-pound 
center, begging Antoine Walker for gum, and 
insisting, “I swear to God I’m good at bas- 
ketball.” In a Justin Reed ditty, “Don’t Wake 
Me Up,” Johan-as-Reed sings like a stuffed- 
nose Geddy Lee and wonders if he’s dream- 
ing when he actually gets off the bench. 
There’s also “No Layups,” a synth-squiggly, 
deep-voiced dialogue between Al Jefferson 
and Kendrick Perkins that has Perkins brag- 
ging, “I’m 6’10”/I could bench press your 
house/I’m 280/I1 could eat your mortgage.” 

The songs emerged last February, when 
all-star forward Antoine Walker got traded 
back to the Celtics. Kulsick, a Green 17-obsessed 
math teacher in Hadley who played bass in 
a defunct band called Bears, was bored on 
school vacation. Lolling around on the af- 
ternoon of Walker’s return, Kulsick decided 
to record some music. “I was like, ‘What can 
Ising?’ ” he recalls at the TD Banknorth Garden 
during halftime, while an Asian woman on 

court flips bowls onto her head with her feet. 
“I was so preoccupied with waiting for An- 

toine, that I was like, ‘I’m just going to sing 
about him.’ Who cares? It’s not a good song.” 

But when Kulsick played the resulting 

track — a guitar jam that has him yelling 
joyfully “Antoine Walker, welcome home!” 
— for his housemates, they loved it. So did

the folks on Celticsblog.com, where Kulsick 
first posted a link. The response was so over- 
whelmingly positive, he started writing more 
tracks under his bowling/musical alter-ego 
Miracle Johan. He’d write them when a play- 
er inspired him with a big game, thereby 
“earning” their own composition. By April 
vacation, Knlsick had finished nine songs, 
mostly rap-skit-like monologues delivered 
over a drum machine and a home-studio se- 
quencer, sort of like Wesley Willis scoring a 
G-rated MC Paul Barman sportscast. He sent 
CDs of the tunes to Boston sports stations and 
clips of the Mark Blount song showed up on 
WEEI’s Dennis & Callahan. But Kulsick doesn’t 
get Boston stations in Western Massachusetts, 
so he had no idea he was getting airtime 
until a college friend e-mailed him. 

Indeed, Kulsick had no idea how popular 
“I Swear to God” had become until tonight, 
when a complete stranger keeps yelling 
lyrics from the balcony of the Garden. Final- 
ly, he informs the Hurricane double-fister 
that he’s yelling his words. The kid doesn’t 
believe Kulsick and snaps, “Prove it.” 

“I’m getting interviewed right now,” says 
Kulsick. 

That’s enough proof. Jeff Garrant whips 
out his camera-phone, commanding Kul- 
sick to smile. Garrant’s friend Joel Piggott 
says through a nacho-cheese mouthful, 
“There was one day I was listening to WEEI, 
they just kept playing that one clip, ‘I swear 
to God, I’m funky!’ It was 7:30 in the morn- 
ing and I was on the way to school and I just 
kept laughing so I went to [Johan’s] Web site 
and I listened to it.” 

“This may sound horrible,” adds Garrant. 
“If you look at the guy, when you see the 
close-ups on TV, the song just kind of goes 
along with his face. I’m sorry, that may be 
an awful thing to say, but it’s true.” 

Maybe so, But with eight seconds left in 
the game, Blount — yes, Blount — magical- 
ly hits a jumper, pulling the Celtics into a 
81-80 lead. But then Pistons guard Richard 
Hamilton lands a two-point jumper and the 
home team loses, 82-81. 

Kulsick is deflated. But there’s one posi- 
tive: “Mark Blount is definitely getting [an- 
other] song.” It’s sure to be funky. ©

Sticking point 


MASSACHUSETTS MAY FINALLY LEGALIZE OVER-THE-COUNTER SYRINGE SALES 





THE NEW HEALTH-CARE BILL FROM THE MASSACHUSETTS HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES DOMINATED THE HEADLINES LAST WEEK, AND RIGHTLY 
SO — IT’S AN AMBITIOUS, AGGRESSIVE PIECE OF LAWMAKING. BUT ANOTHER 


major health-related development on Beacon 
Hill went virtually unnoticed amid the 
hoopla. On November 3, hours before ham- 
mering out the aforementioned health-care 
bill, the House used a voice vote to advance 
House 4176, a bit of legislation that would 
legalize over-the-counter syringe sales in 
Massachusetts. Right now, the syringe bill 
is sitting in the House’s Committee on 
Third Reading. But insiders say the House is 
likely to pass it and send it on to the Senate 
by November 16, the formal close of the leg- 
islature’s fall session. 

Common sense suggests that the 
syringe bill should pass. Massachusetts is 
one of just three states that prohibit the 

purchase of syringes without a physician’s 
prescription. (The others are New Jersey 
and Delaware.) The problem, of course, is 
that this doesn’t keep intravenous drug 
users from using — instead, it invites the 
use of dirty needles to feed their addiction. 

The public-health consequences are dis- 
astrous. Of the 1000 or so new HIV infec- 
tions Massachusetts sees every year, nearly 
400 are thought to be needle-related. (After 
infecting themselves, HIV-positive drug 
users often infect their sexual partners.) The 
link between needle use and HIV is especial- 
ly strong among women; 60 percent of the 
state’s female HIV/AIDS cases are linked to 
intravenous drug use. What’s more, the vast 
majority of the 100,000 hepatitis C sufferers 
living in Massachusetts contracted that dis- 
ease via unsafe needle use. 

All these numbers suggest that Massa- 
chusetts’s current approach to needle safe- 
ty — which allows individual cities and 
towns to implement needle-exchange pro- 
grams and manage the problem locally — 
simply isn’t working. (Only four commu- 
nities currently have needle-ex- 
change programs, due 

to the fact that 
most cities and 
towns, even those 
with serious IV drug- 
™ use problems, worry 

. that adopting sucha 
program would in- 
vite a new influx of 
® addicts.) 

The pending sy- 
ringe bill wouldn’t 
end the problem 
overnight. To be- 
gin with, the 

minimum age for 
legal syringe pur- 
chase would be 
18, so infections 
among younger 
users might not 
change much. 
Furthermore, 
some older users 
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might not have the patience or presence of 
mind to stop by CVS before shooting up. 
But advocates insist that, over time, the 
infection rate would drop sharply. “Look at 
Rhode Island’s reduction,” argues Rebecca 
Haag, executive director of the AIDS Ac- 
tion Committee. (Rhode Island decrimi- 
nalized syringe purchases in 2000; by 
2004, needle-related HIV transmission 
had dropped nearly 40 percent.) “We’re 
going to have to let people know about the 
program and educate them a little more 
about it. I’m hopeful that, over several 
years, we could get that number” — the 
400 new needle-related HIV infections 
each year — “close to zero.” 


SO WHAT'S THE PROBLEM? 

Sounds reasonable — but in politics, com- 
mon sense is frequently trumped by expe- 
diency and skittishness. And that could be 
the case here as well. The last time similar 
legislation was filed, it was left to die in 
the House Ways and Means Committee, 
presumably because then-Speaker Tom 
Finneran viewed it with disapproval. 

The current Speaker of the House, Sal 
DiMasi, is more socially liberal than his 
predecessor and has publicly identified 
himself as a supporter of the bill. Senate 
President Robert Travaglini, too, is a social 
liberal, and is viewed as a likely ally by ad- 
vocates of needle-policy reform. Governor 
Mitt Romney is another story, however. 
Julie Teer, Romney’s spokesperson, did not 
respond to several requests from the Phoenix 
to identify the governor’s position on the 
issue. But when a similar bill sponsored by 
state senator Robert O’Leary (D-Barnstable) 
had a State House hearing back in May, 
Eric Fehrmstrom, the governor’s communi- 
cations director, told the Globe that Rom- 
ney doesn’t “want to do anything that fa- 
cilitates illegal drug use.” 

The merit of this position is dubious at 
best. To begin with, there’s broad consensus 
that legalizing syringe purchases does not 
increase IV drug-use rates — or, for that mat- 
ter, exacerbate drug-related crime. During 
the May State House hearing, this point was 
emphasized by Middlesex County District 
Attorney Martha Coakley and Suffolk County 
District Attorney Dan Conley, both of whom 
support the proposed change. (“If 1 thought 
for one second that my support of this legis- 
lation would, in any way, increase drug 
abuse, I would never support it,” Conley said 
at the time.) 

In fact, the bill’s backing among law- 
enforcement professionals is substantial. 
In addition to Coakley and Conley, Norfolk 
County DA William Keating and Essex County 
DA Jonathan Blodgett have endorsed the bill. 
So has Boston Police Commissioner Kathleen 
O’Toole. This collective backing is due, in 
large part, to an instinct for self-preservation: 


any police officer frisking a suspect risks be- 
ing stuck by a hidden syringe, but if syringe 
possession were decriminalized, this risk 
would presumably diminish. (One year af- 
ter Connecticut legalized syringe purchases, 
the number of police officers being stuck by 
needles had dropped 66 percent.) 

Throw in the fact that Romney’s own 
public-health department has voiced sup- 
port for the proposed change, and it seems 
clear that the governor’s opposition is driv- 
en as much by political considerations (and 
perhaps a moralistic view of drug use and 
addiction) as by genuine public-policy con- 
cerns. With over-the-counter syringe pur- 
chases legal in 47 states, this clearly isn’t a 
Red State-Blue State issue. But as Romney 
gears up for his presidential campaign, 
he’s trying to add accomplishments to his 
résumé, not to give his opponents ammu- 
nition. And if Massachusetts legalizes sy- 
ringe purchases under Romney’s watch, 
you can be sure the rest of the Republican 
field will play the issue for maximum effect 
once the ’o8 campaign starts in earnest. 

Come to think of it, they might want to 
follow the same approach the Massachu- 
setts Republican Party used in 2004. During 
the state GOP’s ill-fated effort to roll back 
the Democratic majority on Beacon Hill, the 
Republicans targeted O’Leary, the state sen- 
ator from Barnstable, with a mailing that 
played up his support for legalized syringe 
sales. The flier pictured a mother and child 
playing happily on an unnamed beach, 
seemingly oblivious to the larger-than-life 
hypodermic needles that surrounded them. 
The obvious implication was that changing 
state law would flood public places with 
dirty sharps. In fact, as vigilant pedestrians 
around the state can attest, the illegality of 
syringes hasn’t led to safe disposal habits. 
And since House 4176 calis for syringes to be 
sold with an insert discussing safe disposal, 
drug treatment, and disease prevention, 
discarded sharps might well become less 
prevalent if the bill becomes law. 

The good news — for anyone who sees 
the status quo as antiquated and harmful 
— is that the attack against O’Leary didn’t 
work. Instead, the senator beat his oppo- 
nent, Republican Gail Lese, by nearly 
17,000 votes. “Don’t underestimate the 
public’s ability to see beyond the rhetoric,” 
O’Leary says today. “In the end, people re- 
jected it. They saw these ads for what they 
were — smears.” 

In the coming weeks, O’Leary’s example 
might sufficiently embolden legislators to 
give syringe reform a veto-proof majority in 
both the House and Senate. Obviously, any 
celebration should be deferred until a law is 
actually passed; after all, politicians can do 
strange things heading into election sea- 
son. But for the time being, there seems to 
be ample reason for optimism. ©

JAILS — CAN CIVIL LAWSUITS MAKE THINGS RIGHT?

Department of Correction allowing convicted 
murderers to hold a Christmas party. 

But, no matter what one thinks incar- 
ceration should look like, it should not in- 
clude sadistic beatings of subdued and 
shackled inmates, or the deliberate with- 
holding of needed medication or medical 
treatment. And that’s what many prisoners 
say occurred, repeatedly, within the walls 
of the South Bay House of Correction in the 
late 1990s. 

That is also the finding of a state-com- 
mission report from 2002, which found 
“reported incidents of physical abuse and 
sexual misconduct, while not widespread, 
were egregious” at the “deeply troubled in- 
stitution.” And now, no fewer than 55 for- 
mer inmates are suing the Suffolk County 
Sheriff’s Department, which runs South 
Bay, for these types of abuses. 

South Bay, a sleek, modern, seven- 
building complex built in 1991 to replace 
the notoriously antiquated Deer Island 
facility, houses inmates serving sen- 
tences of up to two and a half years. 
Criminals doing harder time go to state 
prisons, like MCI-Shirley. Many of the 
men at the House of Correction are serving 
time for drug possession, theft, or as- 


sault. Many are regular guys who screwed 
up. They just want to do their time and 
get back home. They are less Boston Stran- 
gler and more Mark Wahiberg — who has 
credited his 45 days at Deer Island for scar- 
ing him straight. 

For the past few years, Sheriff Andrea 
Cabral has been stuck dealing with the 
problems left by her predecessor, Richard 
Rouse, who fled from office in 2002 amid 
allegations of gross mismanagement, 
patronage, and other sins — including 
multiple allegations of prisoner abuse at 
South Bay and the smaller Nashua Street 
Jail, used for temporary detainment. 

Many of them have proven costly. 
Female inmates won a $10 million award 
to compensate them for illegal strip-search- 
es. Another female inmate who was co- 
erced into having sex with South Bay 
guards — and became pregnant by one of 
them — settled for $657,000. A federal jury 
awarded half a million dollars to South Bay 
guard Bruce Baron for the psychological 
abuse he endured from his fellow correc- 
tions officers after he reported one of 
them for misbehavior. 

There were even criminal prosecutions. 
Federal authorities brought charges

against corrections officers at the Nashua 
Street Jail. Four department employees 
ultimately pleaded guilty to their roles in 
the vicious beating of Leonard Gibson, an 
18-year-old with Tourette’s syndrome, in 
October 1999 — guards said they would 
“beat the Tourette’s out of him,” because 
his outbursts were disturbing their attempt 
to watch baseball on television. 

All of these incidents occurred between 
1997 and 1999. The allegations of guards 
abusing male inmates at South Bay, which 
happened during the same three-year period 
as all these other misdeeds, has hada 
longer, tougher, and less noticed struggle 
for attention, and for justice. A major step 
came this past spring, when Cabral’s office 
signed a 10-page settlement agreement in 
a class-action suit brought by 55 former 
South Bay inmates. In it, the department 
made no concession about any individual 
action, but it agreed to a host of operation, 
policy, procedure, and practice changes at 
South Bay — many of which it was, by 
then, already implementing, such as 
placing video surveillance cameras in the 
elevators, where the worst beatings al- 
legedly took place. It also paid $175,000 to 
reimburse the inmates’ attorneys, and 
agreed to an external review next spring to 
measure its progress. 

That’s a huge step, but it leaves a lot left 
unanswered. Now, with the class-action 
suit settled, those 55 former inmates are 
bringing their individual complaints to 
court. Their allegations name 86 different 
correction officers, sergeants, lieutenants, 
and captains, out of a total of around 500 
employed at South Bay at the time, plus 
numerous “John Does” who inmates could 
not identify — because they were allegedly 
hooded, or forced into a position from 
which they could not see their attackers. 
Most of those officers still work for the 
sheriff. Few have been disciplined. Several 
have been promoted. 


CODE OF SILENCE 

The tales of abuse are frightening. There 
is Darryl Buchanan, beaten in an elevator 
until several teeth were dislodged; Carlton 
Buford, beaten and kicked with steel-toed 
boots; James Conrad, denied his daily 
medication for a week and then beaten so 
severely he ended up in the hospital for a 
month; Kenneth Edge, beaten until he 
couldn’t stand and “there was blood every- 
where,” according to other inmates; 
Edward Evans, with permanent hearing 
loss as a result of his beatings; Robert Gude, 
an epileptic, denied his medication and 
then beaten until he went into a seizure; 
Robert Hughes, beaten until he passed out, 
bleeding from his ear; Michael McGrath, 
beaten until he lost consciousness; Daniel 
Saliba, beaten and then thrown down a 
metal-and-cement stairwell while shack- 






































































led; and Stephen St. James, kicked so hard 
he defecated blood for days. 

Formal complaints — when inmates 
dared make them — fell on deaf ears with- 
in Rouse’s sheriff’s department. Disciplin- 
ing of guards was rare. The district attor- 
ney’s office made no effort to bring crimi- 
nal charges. Instead, inmates were more 
likely to suffer more abuse in retaliation 
for lodging the complaint. 

A state commission, led by former US 
Attorney Donald K. Stern, found that in- 
mate grievances were trapped in a system 
with a “lack of controls to prohibit retalia- 
tion,” “no policy against harassment or re- 
taliation against inmates in response toa 
grievance,” “a code of silence” among 
staff, and a grievance procedure that in- 
cluded no interview of the inmate, no 
hearing, and no notification to the inmate 
of a rejected complaint, from which he 
might file an appeal. 

While inmates at South Bay frequently 
used the official inmate grievance process 
— 1043 times in 2001, for instance — they 
almost never did so for serious allegations 
like use of force, leading the commission 
to speculate that there “could be reluc- 
tance or fear about filing grievances on 
certain topics.” 

“Complaining against the treatment of 
a particular guard seemed like it carried a 
certain risk,” says Owen Todd, a member 
of the Stern Commission that produced 
the report. “The guards in the various 
unions had the esprit de corps of one for 
all and all for one.” 

A year earlier, an audit by the American 
Correctional Association (ACA) — often ac- 
cused of going easy on prison administra- 
tors — similarly blasted the grievance-in- 
vestigation unit at the Nashua Street Jail. 
The ACA found no procedure to track com- 
plaints, poorly trained investigators, and 
other systemic problems — as well as a 
widespread belief among supervisors that 
administrators would reverse any disci- 
pline they handed out to guards. 

Guards themselves kept their knowl- 
edge of abusive coworkers to themselves, 
locked behind a code of silence and threats 
of retaliation. “There’s no question that 
that atmosphere existed at that time,” 
says Francis DiMento Jr., an attorney who 
helped former South Bay guard Bruce 
Baron win his lawsuit against the county. 
Baron reported a supervisor for the infrac- 
tion of playing cards with an inmate; he 
then endured a year and a half of harass- 
ment from guards for being a rat. 

Since quitting the department, Baron 
has also talked publicly about witnessing 
guards beating inmates. One of the guards 
was nicknamed “Corporal Punishment,” 
DiMento says. “There are some sadistic 
guys in there.” 


THE MOST EGREGIOUS 

It’s tempting to be dismissive of these 
sorts of lawsuits — inmates do, indeed, 
file many frivolous and baseless suits. But, 
as Leslie Walker, executive director of 
Massachusetts Correctional Legal Services 
(MCLS), points out, that is far more com- 
mon at state facilities, where prisoners 
serve lengthy sentences and have little 
else to do. South Bay inmates are serving, 
at most, two and a half years, and often 
much less. They will be long gone by the 
time any lawsuit reaches trial; they almost 
always prefer to just stick it out for the 
months until their release. 

And these cases weren’t even initiated 
by the inmates. It all started in September 
1999, when inmate Anthony Bova appeared 
for a scheduled court appearance covered 
with terrible bruises. The judge refused to 
send Bova back to South Bay. He ordered 
photographs taken of the injuries, and as-

signed attorney Theodore Goguen to repre- 
sent Bova. “His face was mashed up, his 
chest was slashed,” Goguen says of Bova. 
“I guess when the guards beat him up they 
forgot he had a court date.” 

According to Bova, guards had placed 
him on his knees, hands cuffed behind his 
back, and beaten him. Goguen asked Bova 
whether this was an isolated incident; 
Bova named three other inmates he knew 
had been beaten. Goguen and his partner 
interviewed them, and that led to more, 
and more, and more. 

They accepted only the most egregious 
cases, and those with supporting witnesses 
or documentation, Goguen says. “If it was 
just a few cuts on the face, we said no,” 
Goguen says. The attorneys also rejected 
incidents that were arguably legitimate 
uses of force to restrain a prisoner. 

Two months after meeting Bova, 
Goguen filed a suit with 28 plaintiffs. Three 
months later, he added 27 more names. 

Most of the guards are named in just 
one or two incidents, but some names pop 
up over and over again. 

Certain types of abuse also recur. Most 
striking are the “elevator rides,” in which 
guards, often in groups, allegedly dragged 
inmates into an elevator, where no surveil- 
lance cameras were installed at the time, 
to administer beatings. Another repeating 
theme: withholding an inmate’s medica- 
tion until he acted out, and using that as 
provocation to assault him. 

Several of the alleged incidents came 
in direct response to inmates’ attempts to 
complain about guards’ misbehavior — 
the kind of retaliation that ensured that 
few inmates would file grievances. One 
inmate claims he was beaten in his cell 
after showing other prisoners how to 
properly fill out grievance forms. 


A BAD OMEN 

Goguen finally got the first of the 55 cases 
to court two weeks ago, but was unable to 
persuade a jury to find guard William 
Curtis guilty of violating inmate William 
Fryar’s civil rights. 

On July 14, 1998, Curtis called an emer- 
gency-response team to Fryar’s cell. Fryar’s 
face was a bloody and bruised mess; one 
tooth was dislodged, another tooth was 
broken apart, and his lip was split. Accord- 
ing to Fryar — who has muscular dystrophy 
and walks with a cane — Curtis had 
grabbed him by the hair and pounded his 
face into a wall several times. 

According to Curtis, Fryar hurt himself 
falling. 


These suits pose tremendous hurdles. 
The “code of silence” among correction 
officers has kept guards from talking about 
what they have witnessed. The witnesses, 
then, are the convicted criminals them 
selves. Not only are they viewed as un- 
trustworthy, but they are often poor 
speakers, due to lack of education, mental 
illness, or learning disability. “Winning 
these cases is an almost insurmountable 
task,” says Walker of MCLS, which is not 
involved in these cases but often represents 
prisoners in similar suits. “The legal deck 
is stacked.” 

Fryar had another obstacle: he was not 
allowed to present the surrounding scan- 
dal of the sheriff’s department under Sher- 
iff Richard Rouse in the late 1990s. The 
remaining trials will bring in the broader 
context of the department, Goguen says. 

There is plenty to use. Rouse, previously 
a state representative and county clerk, 
was appointed by William Weld to replace 
Robert Rufo as Suffolk County sheriff in 
1996. He hired old friends with little or no 
law-enforcement experience for top posts, 
including John Haack as superintendent 
of South Bay. Rouse also hired his boyhood 
buddy Brian Byrnes as his second-in-com- 
mand, despite his total lack of relevant 
experience. Byrnes staunchly resisted calls 
to upgrade South Bay’s horribly inadequate 
video monitoring systems — which did not 
actually record, and which included no 
cameras in the elevators. 

Rouse moved his own office out of 
South Bay and into the county courthouse 
downtown, and was seldom seen at the 
prisoner facilities. Under the lax oversight 
of Rouse and his top staff, “conditions 
were ripe for officers so inclined to abuse 
their authority,” the 2002 Stern Commis 
sion report concluded. 

And they did, as evidenced by the reve- 
lations of coerced sex, illegal strip-searches, 
inmate abuse at the Nashua Street Jail, 
and harassment of Bruce Baron 

In most of those cases, the public learned 
the truth — and the victims received some 
compensation — only because of civil 
suits, like the ones being brought by the 
South Bay inmates. 

Sheriff Cabral’s office has acknowl- 
edged, in general terms, problems of the 
past, and has done much to change its 
policies and procedures. But Cabral is do- 
ing everything she can to stand in the way 
of the civil suits. (Cabral would not speak 
to the Phoenix for this story.) Department 
attorneys have filed motions to get the 
suits dismissed, claiming that the inmates 


can’t sue until they exhaust the depart- 
ment’s own grievance process. Goguen 
counters that those who tried to use that 
process were punished, and that the griev 
ance process was so poorly managed that it 
was, effectively, no process at all. 

Indeed, this very Catch-22 was noted 
by the Stern Commission. “The inmate 
never formally exhausts administrative 
procedures,” its report said, adding that 
this could, through no fault of the in- 
mate’s, preclude the possibility of a civil 
lawsuit. 

And if juries do start awarding cash set- 
tlements in those trials, the Common- 
wealth will most likely step in and settle 
the remaining cases. Those involved in the 
litigation believe that the state is using the 
first handful of trials to test the mood of 
the juries. If the juries side with the in- 
mates, expect the state to negotiate a 
group payment — without acknowledging 
any wrongdoing, or allowing the public to 
find out what really happened. 


HAVE THINGS CHANGED? 

Former inmates tell a story, supposedly 
witnessed by an inmate on kitchen duty, 
of Andrea Cabral’s first day on the job, af- 
ter Governor Jane Swift picked her to clean 
up the department. At the start of each 
eight-hour shift that day, they say, Cabral 
addressed all of the guards starting work. 
She told them that from now on, she 
wanted everything reported — no covering 
for other guards, no lies, no looking the 
other way. 

True or apocryphal, the story spread 
quickly throughout the South Bay inmate 
population. The department also rewrote 
its use-of-force policies and improved the 
grievance process 
and other observers, 
abuses have stopped. 

But if there is no punishmen 
misdeeds, what's to stop them from hap 
pening again? The Suffolk DA’s office has 
had no interest in prosecuting guards, al 
though in many cases they were simply 
unable — no state law forbade corrections 
officers from having sex with inmates, for 
instance. 

After the scandals hit the press, the 
sheriff’s department started handing 
down punishments, but has had trouble 
making them stick against union opposi- 
tion. Cabral was quoted in 2003 complain- 
ing that, “You fire them, they sue you, and 
they say, ‘You didn’t tell me I couldn’t 
trade peroxide for sex.’” 

Of 23 guards fired or disciplined for seri- 
ous misconduct between 1999 and 2002, 
seven had their punishments reversed in 
arbitration — reversed by the state’s union- 
stacked Civil Service Commission. In fact, 
one of the four commissioners is Daniel J. 
O’Neil, former president of the statewide 
corrections-officers union. 

And Cabral has sent mixed signals in 
her actions regarding Sheila Porter, the 
former South Bay nurse now suing the 
department. Porter claims that Cabral 
had her fired for cooperating with the FBI 
in its investigation of alleged inmate 
abuse in 2003. Cabral denies the claim, 
but has hardly sounded like she welcomed 
the FBI inquiry. 

She has also hardly acted like someone 
eager for the truth to come out in the 55 
cases of alleged inmate abuse. Certainly 
she wouldn’t be thrilled at facing another 
multimillion-dollar settlement, for actions 
that preceded her. But if she’s serious 
about ending the abuses, the truth has to 
come first. ©

Red Sox. “The more I think about things, 
the Red Sox are a really swell organiza- 
tion,” he joked. “Those Sox sure look like 
world champs in 2002. This is our year. 
And I mean ‘our,’ ” 

About a month later, Globe editor Marty 
Baron — in an interview with his own 
paper — made essentially the same point 
in a much more serious vein, acknowledg- 
ing that “everything we do will be under a 
microscope.” 

From the outset, a lot of people on Mor- 
rissey Boulevard knew that the Times Com- 
pany’s 17 percent share in the partnership 
that owns the Sox would create headaches 


— if not worse — for the paper’s journalists. 


The issue simmered for years, often stoked 
by the local baseball blogosphere. Three 


months ago, the Phoenix’s lan Donnis wrote 
a prescient piece on the interlocking rela- 
tionships between the Globe and Sox (see 
“Inside Baseball,” News and Features, July 
29) and on October 23, Globe ombudsman 
Richard Chacon wrote a column asking 
publisher Richard Gilman and president 
Richard Daniels to give back the 2004 World 
Series rings they received from the Sox. 

“It now falls on all Globe employees on 
the news and business sides to be in 
agreement on the values and actions re- 
quired to protect the paper’s credibility,” 
Chacon asserted. 

Last week, the paper’s credibility and 
values were thrust smack-dab in the middle 
of the raging Red Sox soap opera when the 
Boston Herald and WEEI-AM fanned allega- 


tions that the Globe was doing the bidding 
of team CEO Larry Lucchino in denigrating 
GM Theo Epstein as part of a dark and 
symbiotic conspiracy between Sox man- 
agement and Globe journalists. 

It was a rough, and ugly, week in which 
the Globe blew a major story (announcing 
that Epstein had agreed to a three-year 
deal with the Sox), found itself under siege 
for its ties to the Sox, and had to cope with 
a torrent of venom aimed at Shaughnessy, 
who wrote an inflammatory column that 
may have played a role in queering the deal 
between Epstein and the Sox. The Herald, 
in its familiar role as the second paper 
with the chip on its shoulder, took every 
opportunity to scream “foul” and raise eth- 
ical red flags about the Globe’s conduct. 
And the popular sports-talk station WEEI 
did what it does best in any controversy. It 
poured gasoline on the fire. 

Now that Epstein is gone, the Patriots 
once again have the attention of local 
sports fans, and the warring parties have 
returned to their neutral corners, it’s time 
to hand out the media grades. 


BOSTON GLOBE: D 
Any way you slice it, it was a bad week for 
the broadsheet. The big reporting blunder 
— one that nearly rivals the Herald’s infa- 
mous “White Will Run” page-one headline 
incorrectly predicting Boston Mayor Kevin 
White would seek a fifth term — was an 
October 31 scoop co-bylined by Chris Snow 
and Gordon Edes, and teased on page one, 
reporting that Epstein had agreed toa 
three-year deal valued at about $1.5 mil- 
lion a year. The next day, the Clobe’s front 
page read: “Epstein, toast of town in title 
year, leaves Sox.” In baseball scorer’s parl- 
ance that’s a big “E-Morrissey Boulevard.” 
But what has become the single 
biggest lightning rod in this whole saga 
is Shaughnessy’s memorable October 30 
column headlined, “Let’s iron out some of 
this dirty laundry.” The first paragraph 
predicted, incorrectly, that a deal to retain 
Epstein would be announced the next day. 
But what was more notable was the strong 
pro-Lucchino, anti-Epstein tilt: “What is 
alarming — for the future of the franchise 
— is Theo’s sudden need to distance him- 
self from those who helped him rise to his 
position of power,” Shaughnessy wrote in a 
crucial paragraph. “Lucchino and Dr. Charles 
Steinberg are a pair of Red Sox executives 
who ‘discovered’ Theo when he was a student 
at Yale. They picked him out of thousands 
of wannabe interns... . And now Theo 
‘bristles at the notion of Steinberg and

Lucchino taking credit for his success.’” 

In an interview with the Phoenix, 
Shaughnessy expressed no regrets about 
the column, saying “everything in there is 
true” and asserting that when he wrote it 
— after talking to Epstein and 
Lucchino — he was “absolutely” 
sure a deal was going to be 
reached. Even so, it seems strange 
that such an inflammatory piece 
would be written at such a delicate 
moment. Shaughnessy has every right 
to write whatever he wants, but this was 
a helluva time for an Epstein beatdown. 

In a follow-up column on November 1 
examining Theo’s departure, Shaughnessy 
wrote: “Blame me if it makes you feel any 
better, though it seems pretty ridiculous 
that Theo would break away from a man 
he worked with for 14 years because of a 
few lines he read in the Sunday Globe.” But 
postmortems on the breakup strongly sug- 
gested the column may have played a role. 
Snow’s November 3 Globe piece cited a team 
source saying that “what Epstein perceived 
to be media leaks” affected his final deci- 
sion. In a piece for ESPN.com, Providence 
Journal baseball writer Sean McAdam, often 
a voice of reason, said elements of Shaugh- 
nessy’s column “incensed Epstein, and 
along with other anecdotal evidence, 
caused him to reconsider working under 
Lucchino for another three seasons.” 

The blogosphere made Shaughnessy the 
culprit, calling on him to resign, labeling 
him “Shaughnasty” and warning him to 
expect dead fish in his mailbox. (Nice. 

And in some ways, he is an easy target. Of 
the big four Globe sports writers of his era — 
Shaughnessy, Bob Ryan, Peter Cammons, 
and the late Will McDonough — Shaugh- 
nessy is perhaps the most enigmatic, 
lacking Ryan’s fiery passion, Gammons’s 
encyclopedic knowledge, and McDonough’s 
larger-than-life swagger. Despite his wide- 
spread influence, Shaughnessy sometimes 
comes across as detached and calculating — 
which isn’t always a great fit in as passion- 
ate a sports town as Boston. Maybe it feeds 
the suspicion that there is an underlying 
motive for what he writes. 

In any case, you knew the Globe's situa- 
tion was dire when Shaughnessy, making 
the media rounds, showed up to chat with 
WEEI’s morning team of Gerry Callahan 
and John Dennis on November 2. 


BOSTON HERALD: B- 

“It was a good week for the Herald,” declared 
baseball writer Tony Massarotti on WEEI’s 
Big Show. True, but it would have been a 
much better week if Massarotti had toned 
down the conspiracy theories. In an infa- 
mous October 27 piece headlined “Smear 
Campaign Stinks,” Massarotti accused the 
rival paper of being in the tank with man- 
agement to portray Epstein negatively after 
it reported on some aspects of the negotia- 
tions that the Herald didn’t have. 

“The Globe owns the Red Sox which 
means the Red Sox own the Globe,” he de- 
clared, asserting that both the Globe and 
WEEI “are not about to challenge the words 
or methods of Lucchino and the Red Sox.” 

Massarotti basically accused Globe base- 
ball writers — including Snow and Edes — 
of having the journalistic ethics of Jayson 
Blair. That’s not only very strong stuff, it’s 
wrong. Massarotti seems like a decent guy 
and a knowledgeable baseball scribe. But he 
fell prey to that Herald institutional paranoia 
about the Globe. (And how can the Herald ac- 
cuse another publication of subverting its 
editorial judgment to its business interests 
after the paper relentlessly flogged the story 
of the racially crude remarks made by Metro 
employees at a time when Herald publisher 
Pat Purcell was trying his damndest to kill 
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of the year when they claimed a three-year deal 
was agreed-upon.

the Times Company’s merger with the 
Metro? I’m not asking for navel gazing here. 
Just a flash of introspection.) 

One of the more dramatic moments in 
this episode was the tense encounter be- 
tween Massarotti and Edes on the October 
30 edition of Channel q’s Sports Final. Re- 
sponding to the Herald writer’s allegations 
of Globe culpability in a smear campaign 
against Epstein, an angry Edes said: “Per- 
sonally, I took it as a great affront to my- 
self.” A somewhat steamed Massarotti re- 
sponded that “the Globe as an institution is 
severely compromised in its relationship 
with the Red Sox. That’s a fact. That’s not 
debatable.” It made for good TV. 

The unfair assault on the Globe spoiled 
an otherwise solid October 27 Massarotti 
column in which he sagely predicted that 
Epstein would likely leave the club. The 
Herald did other good work as well. On the 
same day that the Globe was erroneously re- 
porting that Epstein had reached a deal to 
stay, Michael Silverman, citing “sources 
close to the talks,” said Epstein was unde- 
cided about his future with the team. The 


Herald was also right to question the Globe 
on the Sox-ownership issue, albeit not in 
the take-no-prisoners way Massarotti did. 
A couple of pieces by Scott Van Voorhis 
headlined “Put ‘Sin’ In Synergy” and “Cozy 
Sox-Globe ties called into question” raised 
legitimate questions about the paper’s re- 
lationship with the team and discussed 
the downside of mega-media conglomera- 
tion, a subject that has concerned media 
and consumer activists for decades. 


WEEI: C 


Ever since the Globe, citing offensive and 
inappropriate content, banned its reporters 
from WEEI’s morning and afternoon drive 
shows several years ago, relations between 
the two media outlets have been strained, 
to say the least. And Shaughnessy, in par- 
ticular, has been a regular target of the 
station. (Bombastic Big Show sidekick Pete 
“The Meat” Sheppard could barely contain 
himself last week, bellowing that “I’m 
flat-out saying I don’t like the guy 
[Shaughnessy], period. I think he’s a 
jackass. I don’t like him, period.”) 

And that, in a nutshell, is usually what 
WEEI brings to a situation as volatile as the 
Epstein-Lucchino dynamic — much more 
heat than light. 

But there were several fascinating mo- 
ments on the station, including Shaugh- 
nessy’s testy exchange with Callahan and 
Dennis that betrayed the basic discomfort 
between the parties. Shaughnessy dished 
out as good as he got, pointing out that 
“WEEI has a financial relationship with 
the Red Sox. You’re the flagship station.” 
He defended his Globe colleagues, declaring 
that “it’s insulting to say if they have a sto- 
Ty, it’s spoon-fed to them... . Everything 
that WEEI gets regarding the Red Sox, the 
same thing could be said.” 

Callahan battled back, venturing that 
Shaughnessy’s “dirty laundry” column 
“pissed [Epstein] off,” adding that you “can 
call ita smear, you can call it spin... but 
[Massarotti] had a point.” 

On November 3, Sox owner John Henry 
appeared on The Big Show, and in one of the 
more surreal moments in sports-talk history, 
defended the use of confidential sources 
by invoking Watergate. 

“After all, we would have never known 
about what was going on inside the Nixon 
White House” without such sources, the 
soft-spoken Henry said. In the same seg- 
ment, Henry repeatedly pressed Massarotti 








about whether he really believed the “smear” 
charges he aired in his October 27 column, 
forcing the Herald writer to do some hem- 
ming and hawing before settling on the re- 
sponse that it was a question worth raising. 

Those were some of the WEEI highlights 
that earned it a C grade. But for the most 
part, the station had a high old time airing 
the Herald’s “smear” charges and burying 
the issue in a cacophony of confusing 
chatter. Glenn Ordway, the station’s most 
important personality, turned into a media- 
ethics professor, going on about the over- 
arching “perception” of a Globe conflict of 
interest and even declaring that “If you 
look at the layout of the paper... you can 
see times when they’re clearly being 
influenced” by the Sox. At the same time, 
he acknowledged, “I feel bad for guys like 
Gordon Edes and Chris Snow.” 

“Let’s face it,” Ordway declared at one 
point. “Everybody in this town is in bed 
with somebody.” Maybe that’s why one Big 
Show caller interrupted the station’s reverie 
to declare that it “seems to me, the smear 
campaign is the Herald and WEEI against 
the Globe.” 


THE LESSONS LEARNED 

“From the moment the New York Times 
bought a stake into the club, the percep- 
tion of conflict of interest is every bit as 
real as a real conflict of interest,” Edes ac- 
knowledged on the Sports Final show. 

The recent flare-up involved the sports 
pages, but the bigger perception problem 
for the Globe comes in its coverage of the 
Red Sox as a major municipal player. This 
is not just a baseball team, but a major 
marketer, land developer, tourist attraction, 
and aggressive business that demands 
coverage everywhere in the paper. Even 
though it seems tedious, the Globe ought to 
include a simple sentence disclosing its re- 
lationship with the Red Sox in every single 
story about the team that does not land on 
the sports pages. In a November 6 column, 
Globe ombudsman Chacon wrote that such 
a policy is in place, but he included Baron’s 
acknowledgment that disclosure is some- 
times omitted accidentally. That should be 
tightened up. Since the paper is not likely 
to divest, it must disclose. 

As for the Herald, someday it will learn 
what all good politicians know: when 
your opponent is doing a perfectly good 
job of making a mess of things, stay the 
hell out of his way. If it hadn’t been for 
the “smear campaign” mantra accusing 
the Globe of being corr nt, the Herald could 
have won the newspaper wars and 
claimed the moral high ground, too. The 
Herald’s portrayal of itself as the hard- 
scrabble but honest tabloid bravely bat- 
tling the privileged, lazy fat cats on Mor- 
rissey Boulevard may be an important 
motivational tool inside One Herald 
Square, but it verges on self-parody. 

Finally, a bigger point. How come with 
all the manpower devoted to covering the 
Red Sox from spring training through the 
playoffs, we never really got a whiff of the 
serious — and ultimately decisive — ten- 
sions between Epstein and Lucchino until 
the contract talks blew up? Isn’t that some- 
thing that journalists in regular contact 
with the team for more than six months 
should get wind of and make part of the 
ongoing coverage? These days, the exploits 
and activities of the Red Sox regularly 
make page one, the business pages, and 
even the gossip columns. Where were the 
city’s aggressive sports media on what 
turned out to be the most important off- 
field story of the year? ©

QO) high, reputations in Boston are built on 

longevity. The current king of Boston hip- 
hop is 7L (George Andrinopoulos to the IRS), who 
has a wicked clean reputation for spinning every- 
where, and spinning the lights out. Best known 
as half of the long-running indie 
duo 7L & Esoteric, he’s finally get- 
ting much-deserved props for his DJ 
skills. Most recently, he killed it ata 
Halloween event in Southie: “We 
played [everything from] Tears for 
Fears to reggae to, like, Blur, and we 
all did it together. We had like eight 
crates.” And last Sunday, he was a guest at the 
Office for DJ Bruno’s “Utopia,” a night known 
city-wide for its commitment to dancing and to 
house. “I can play old house stuff, definitely. In 
the early ’90s, you had to play house. For the 
first two hours of a set you had to play house. 
Plus, I’m Greek, so I always had a lot of cousins 
and stuff that were shoving house down my 
throat and stuff.” 

With Eso, Andrinopoulos has toured the US 
(including a 33-day jaunt this summer), played to 
10,000 in the Czech Republic (“We lived on French 
fries and water for three days, it was tough, real 
tough!”), and released three albums. “Grown 
Folks Party,” his Thursday-night jumpoff at Cen- 
tral Square’s Enormous Room, has drawn across- 
the-board props, and this week he'll kick off an 
every-other-week Saturday-night residency there 
called JAMHOT. “Enormous Room has been kind of 
a blessing. I can play a Jay-Z record and like a 
David Bowie record, the crowd is a little more 
eclectic too.” Joining him in the booth is Fram- 
ingham native TALL MATT, a mixtape conspirator 
who works for local hip-hop distributor Traffic 
Enetertainment, and a mysterious fellow named 
BRAUN JOHNSON. Each time 7L mentions Braun by 
name, he giggles. “He’s lived in South Boston all 
his life. His father runs this place called City 
Lights up on Washington Street. It’s a cool place, 
they teach kids dance, he teaches dance there, 
and he shows kids how to produce. He can do it 
all, he can dance, he can DJ, and he can MC!” 

Like many beat producers, 7L is reaching back 
for inspiration to the time when disco and electro 
merged to create hip-hop. “Tony Lee and Junior, 
Chain Reaction on P&P — I’m definitely on the 
disco vibe, but not that Bee Gees-type shit. Even 
if I don’t know what I’m doing, it’s fun. The last 
couple of years, I’ve been trying to do something 
where I’m having fun. At my age, I just can’t 


take myself seriously just playing Ja Rule records,” 


On the heels of a new mixtape, 7L’s also putting 
the finishing touches on an instrumental album 
inspired by the hip-hop, house, and electro he 
loves to spin. “Back in the day, hip-hop was a 
medley of everything. Grandmaster Flash’s [The 
Adventures of Grandmaster Flash] On the Wheels of Steel is 
the greatest thing I’ve ever heard. It has Chic,

WHAT BC DID FOR CRAIG FINN; ‘THE SYSTEM’ AT STEL'S 





Craig Finn is really nice. He's 34, he gradu- 

ated from Boston College in 1993, and his 
speaking voice is adorably nasal, just like his 
speaking/singing voice in 
the Hold Steady. Cornered 
at Toscanini’s before the 
Steady gig at the Middle 
East last Saturday, he 
talked fondly of his BC 
years (his favorite classes 
were Catholicism 1 and 2 
with Father Bob Braun- 
reuther; his BC friends still 
come out of the woodwork 
for his shows), and particu- 
larly about how the Jesuits 
are “brilliant dudes” — “straight up and down the 
most inspiring people I've ever been exposed to” 
— who helped him think about Catholocism in 
broader strokes, Amid BC's conservative milieu, 
Finn says he managed to be a popular punk-rock 
nerd — which | took to mean he went to keg par- 
ties and got laid. Later, he came to the realization

Table manners 


Hilken Mancini and Chris Colbourn open their own kitchen 


kitchen, from conversations to Thanks- 
giving dinners to some of the best fami- 
ly punch-outs. Also, sometimes, albums. 

Three years ago, Hilken Mancini and 
Chris Colbourn got together in her 
kitchen with their guitars. “I was looking 
for some advice on songs I'd written,” the 
Fuzzy six-stringer, singer, and co-front- 

woman recounts. 

“I thought you were giving me advice,” 
Colbourn good-naturedly replies. 

As it turns out, they had plenty to share 
with each other. Colbourn, as a songwriter 
and the bassist in one of Boston pop’s fa- 
vorite-son bands, Buffalo Tom, offered an 
arsenal of perspective on song structure 
gleaned from his own musical experience 
plus decades of embracing the architecture 
of tunes written by the likes of the Beatles 
and Bob Dylan. And Mancini brought an 
unfettered approach to, well, the table, 
transforming Colbourn’s song ideas in ways 
he hadn’t predicted by changing keys and 
adding ringing, gently gnarled chords and 
her vocal harmonies. 

Just before Halloween, Mancini and Col- 
bourn assembled aroufhd another table, at a 
coffeeshop across from the Honeyspot, 
Mancini’s hip little store on South Street in 
Jamaica Plain, where she spends Tuesdays 
through Sundays from 11 am to 7 pm offer- 
ing everything from pop-up books to vin- 
tage and baby clothing to jewelry to used ar- 
tifacts that included, on my 
visit, a ’6o0s-style highball 
glass that read “Arkansas, 
Land of Opportunity.” They 
met to discuss the result of 
that first informal kitchen 
songwriting session, the 
plainly titled Hilken Mancini 
and Chris Colbourn, on the 
Boston-based Kimchee label. 
The disc comes out Tuesday, and they’ll 
play a CD-release show as a trio, with for- 
mer Cherry 2000 drummer Mike Savage, at 
ZuZu in Cambridge next Thursday. Already 
there are plans for a European tour, possibly 
with Juliana Hatfield. 

The friendship between Mancini and 
Colbourn goes back to the early ’90s, when 
Buffalo Tom were part of an axis of bands 
centered on the University of Massachusetts 
in Amherst that included Dinosaur Jr. and 

the Pixies. “I think I met Hilken for the first 
time when one of her bands opened for Di- 
nosaur,” Colbourn says. 

Over the years, Fuzzy and Buffalo Tom 

played a number of shows together, but,

Colbourn adds, “I think we really became 
friends at the Christmas parties Fuzzy used 
to throw. I feel like she’s my younger sis- 
ter.” Nevertheless, before that 2002 kitchen 
session, “we had never played together or 
talked about writing songs together. Now 
we know we’re a good combo. I bring my 
reference points and Hilken has this amaz- 
ing gift for totally instinc- 
tive playing and songwrit- 
ing. It’s this uniquely 
American kind of weirdness 
that comes from not being 
trained formally yet having 
the ability to create songs 
that are uniquely organ- 
ized, like Kristin Hersh or 
Neil Young. 

“One thing we have in common is that 
in our regular bands, Fuzzy and Buffalo 
Tom, Hilken and I are like the JV team — 
the reliable second string. After a couple 
years, you begin to see the world musical- 
ly from that perspective.” 

~ “It was like that in Fuzzy,” Mancini 
agrees. “Every time we would turn a new 
album in to our label, Atlantic, they’d 
pick a song by Chris Toppin for the single, 
which wasn’t surprising because Chris 
has one of the best voices in the world to 
me. She’s like Patsy Cline.” 

“But that’s a good thing,” Colbourn 
says. “We don’t have big egos tied up in 
this. We feel really lucky to get a gig. 


We're lucky Mike 
wants to play drums 
with us. We don’t take 
anything for granted. 
And people see us as 
underdogs, too, so 
they’re nice to us!” 

Although Mancini 
and Colbourn began 
their collaboration by 
bringing in songs and 
fleshing them out to- 
gether, the process got 
a bit more isolated for 
each of them as it rolled 
along. Colbourn has a 
day gig as a roots, rock, 
and jazz booking agent, 
is a father, and still 
plays with Buffalo Tom 
Mancini coined the 
Punk Rock Aerobics 
franchise with Maura 
Jasper and plays with 
garage-rock outfit the 
Count Me Outs. And 
though Fuzzy are on hold, there are plans 
to release another CD by the group. So 


there were plenty of distractions. 

“By the time we finished writing the 
songs, we were working more separately be- 
cause we just had to get the album done,” 
says Colbourn. “Ultimately it was more of a 
studio record than I think either of us had 
made before. We’d write our songs and work 
on them together, rehearse them once or 
twice, and then go right into the studio 
[Somerville’s Q Division] and record.” 

Hilken Mancini and Chris Colbourn does have 
a slightly schizoid charm. Colburn’s 
tunes, like the touching portrait of youth 
“Saint Agnes Eve” and the Beatles-like 
“Hannah,” which boasts a John Lennon 
melody line and has an orchestrated feel, 
are sweet and wistful and smooth. Manci- 
ni’s tunes are a tad more angular, with 
light dissonances, though her voice also 
has traces of want and confusion that 
make “I Will Die” and “Wedding Cake” 
poignant. Touches of lap steel guitar and 
piano flesh out the sound, which is driven 
by Savage’s drums and a blend of electric 
and acoustic guitar from Colbourn and 
Mancini. Fans of both Buffalo Tom and 
Fuzzy will be plenty pleased. 

“Now that the album is done and 
we're getting ready to play some shows, 
we’ve been rehearsing, and the band is 
becoming a very powerful little trio,” s 
ays Colbourn. “And,” Mancini adds, “it’s 
really good.” ©

Coheed and Cambria refuse to come down to Earth

he emo explosion that’s domi- 

nated young rock for the last 

couple of years has ushered plen- 

ty of bands from the under- 

ground to the mainstream, and 
many have seemed well-equipped for the 
ride. Despite their heart-on-sleeve lyrics, 
the All-American Rejects write supersweet 
pop songs any Sugar Ray fan could dig. 
Dashboard Confessional are fronted by a 
pompadoured heartthrob made for MTV. 
My Chemical Romance have a sense of 
style that’s endeared them to listeners 
who speak arena rock without alienating 
their grungy mosh-pit constituency. 

Still, it’s difficult to imagine at least 
one beneficiary of the emo boom — up- 
state New York’s Coheed and Cambria, 
who play a sold-out show at the Palladium 
in Worcester this Friday — inhabiting the 
major-label arena-rock world they cur- 
rently travel in without the widespread 
interest generated by the cultish world 
they came from. Coheed play complex 
emo prog saturated with obscure (and of- 
ten self-invented) sci-fi references and 
complicated instrumental passages and 
song titles that read like excerpts from the 
minutes of a sparsely attended Chemistry 
Club meeting. 

The band’s new album is called — deep 
breath — Good Apollo, I’m Burning Star IV, Vol- 
ume One: From Fear Through the Eyes of Madness 
(Columbia), and though it has the num- 
bers one and four in the title, it’s actually 
Coheed’s third full-length. Like the other 
two, it tells part of a tortuous tale centered 
on two characters named Coheed and 
Cambria whose universe is nearly as heady 
as the band’s. According to singer/guitarist 
Claudio Sanchez, that world consists of 78 
planets (including Silent Earth), a sun-like 
apparatus called the Keywork, and a small 
army of creatures dubbed I-Robots. Coheed 
and Cambria (the characters) have a broth- 
er named Inferno and a son named Claudio 
who may or may not be the wild-haired 
fellow who leads this band. 

In other words, this is not exactly the 
stuff of hit singles. Except that somehow 
it is. The week after its release in Septem- 
ber, Good Apollo debuted at #7 on Billboard’s 
200 chart, having moved 84,000 copies in 
its first seven days. And Coheed’s second 
album, In Keeping Secrets of Silent Earth: 3, has 
sold about half a million copies since its 
release late in 2003. (These guys are deter- 
mined to title their albums with confusing 
numbers; their 2002 debut was The Second 
Stage Turbine Blade.) 

On the phone from a tour stop in 
Jacksonville, the 27-year-old Sanchez 
concedes that Coheed make for an 
unlikely mainstream rock success story. 


“We do a little something different,” he 
laughs, his voice slightly weary from the 
ravages of the road. “I thought from day 
one that it was a little hard to swallow. But 
the thing that kind of keeps me at bay is 
that some of the songs we write are just 
kind of short, concise rock songs that might 
have a chance at radio or things like that.” 
He’s right: though it concludes with an 
ambitious four-part suite called “The 
Willing Well,” Good Apollo does feature 
some of the most direct, accessible music 
yet made by Coheed, whose line-up also 
includes guitarist Travis Stever, bassist 
Michael Todd, and drummer Josh Eppard. 
“Welcome Home” and “The Suffering,” 
the disc’s two big singles, are powerful 
examples of what the band can do when 
they rein in their most extreme tenden- 
cies; the latter even features a radio- 
ready mix by hard-rock hitmaker Andy 
Wallace, who mixed Nirvana’s Nevermind, 
These tunes marry the band’s predilection 
for intricately layered guitars and inven- 


tive song structures to a bright pop sensi- 
bility they’ve only hinted at in the past. 
Like City of Evil, this year’s album by the 
over-the-top Orange County goth-metal 
act Avenged Sevenfold, the stuff is hard, 
but it’s catchy, too. (Not that we’re in en- 
tirely safe territory: “You stormed off to 
scar the armada,” Sanchez sings in 
“Welcome Home,” and then continues, 
“Like Jesus played letter, I’ll drill through 
your hands.”) 

Good Apollo also has two killer ballads, 
“Always & Never,” which includes the 
overdubbed voice of a child at play, and 
“Wake Up,” which has a couplet that at- 
tests to Sanchez’s ability to draw a listener 
into his private sphere: “I'll do anything 
for you/Kill anyone for you.” (Both tracks 
give credence to his claim that beyond 
“the old classics that I was brought up 
on,” he mostly listens to “folky stuff — 
Sufjan Stevens, Devendra Banhart, stuff 
like that.”) It’s easy to imagine “Wake Up,” 
with its tasteful string arrangement and

Stever’s buttery lap steel, on a prom-night 
episode of The OC or Laguna Beach; it’s also 
easy to imagine it as the kind of thing old- 
school Coheed fans would take as evidence 
of the band’s selling out to major-label de- 
mands, (They signed to Columbia last 
year.) Yet Sanchez says that the audience 
the band have built through touring and 
through word of mouth “kind of expect 
that from us. They’ve seen us do the 
‘Evening with Coheed and Cambria,’ 
where we play an acoustic set and then do 
the electric set.I think that fans of our 
band, they were expecting a little of that 
on this record.” 

He adds that Coheed did a serious 
cost-benefit analysis before inking the Co- 
lumbia deal and that they weren’t 
Teally looking to blow up into a huge band: 
“When I think of success, I don’t necessar- 
ily think of platinum records.” Neverthe- 
less, he recalls that In Keeping Secrets, which 
was released by the Albany-based indie 
Equal Vision before Columbia reissued it 
last year, debuted in Billboard at #52, a far 
cry from Apollo’s entrance but enough to at- 
tract A&R scouts from a handful of major 
labels. “At first the band was very hesi- 
tant,” he says of the offers that started 
coming Coheed’s way. “We weren’t sure 
that was what we wanted to do.” 

Where did the hesitation come from? 
“You know, just the horror stories you hear 
about major labels. But I think that we 
were smart enough. The deal we constructed 
was in our favor, and I think Columbia also 
understood the band that they were sign- 
ing — that this was Coheed and Cambria 
and wasn’t Band A that’s going to churn 
out a bunch of pop songs and hope that 
one of them makes it.” 

Sanchez credits the band’s Columbia A&R 
liaison, Matt Pinfield, with understanding 
their careful balance of role-playing fantasy 
and power-chord slash. “The change was 
pretty seamless, I guess. They didn’t really 
bother us while we were making the record. 
And then when we gave them the record, 
to our surprise, they were floored and they 
were all for it. You always hear about 
bands turning in a record and all of a 
sudden the label’s coming back at them: 

‘There’s nothing here for us to work with. 
Can you please go back and do something 
that does?’ That wasn’t the case for us.” 

Which in a twist appropriate for a band 
devoted to singing about dark lords and 
otherworldly heroes leaves Coheed as the 
masters of their own fate. Sanchez wouldn’t 
have it any other way. ©

Men in black 


The return of goth masters Bauhaus

Daniel Ash’s musical career began 

when he and bassist David J. — both 
in their early 20s — wrote a song called 
“Bela Lugosi’s Dead,” the first single in an 
England teeming with the post-punk en- 
ergy of the late ’7os for a then four-week- 
old band called Bauhaus. J.’s brother Kevin 
Haskins played drums, and Peter Murphy, 
a handsome rake of a singer, added Bowie 
-esque flair to a drama that lasted just four 
years. Ash, J., and Haskins would go on to 
greater success, with Tones on Tail and 
then Love and Rockets, while Murphy sus- 
tained a solo career. For a time, it seemed 
as Bauhaus would go down in history for a 
faithful recording of “Ziggy Stardust.” But 
by 2004, when Coachella went looking for 
a big reunion headliner a la the Pixies in 
2003, it was Bauhaus who got the call. In 
the years that had passed, Ash, J., Murphy, 
and Haskins had been crowned as the cre- 
ators of goth. Yeah, Siouxsie and the Ban- 
shees, the early Cure, and maybe even the 
vampiric Dave Vanian of the Damned all 
played roles in goth’s conception. But it 
was Bauhaus who started their career 
with “Bela Legosi’s Dead.” As Nigel Tufnel 
might say, there’s none more gother. 

“I remember reading this thing in an 
English mag that goth was invented by 
Bauhaus in 1978 in Northampton, England,” 
Ash recalls when I catch him in Denver on 
a Bauhaus tour that comes to the Orpheum 
this Sunday. “We didn’t know we were in- 
venting it. It wasn’t something we talked 
about it. We just happened to start wear- 
ing black. All the rest just evolved naturally.” 

As for “Bela Lugosi’s Dead,” “I remem- 
ber I had this riff that I thought was really 
haunting, and I was talking to Dave on 
the phone and he said he had a lyric called 
‘Bela Lugosi’s Dead.’ When we got to the 
rehearsal room the next day, it was instant: 
I started playing the riff, Dave gave the 
lyrics to Pete, he started singing, and that 


song came out straight away. Kevin did the 
bossa nova beat without us even talking 
about it. It was one of those instant things. 
I suppose our goth fate was sealed.” 

Yet along with the Bowie cover, the 
band’s recording of T-Rex’s “Telegram Sam” 
offers an indication of Bauhaus’s true in- 
spiration: glam-rock. “Oh yeah, big time,” 
Ash responds. “That’s where all of those punk 
bands came from. Without Bowie there 
would never have been any punk. We were 
all Bowie freaks — the Pistols, the Banshees, 
the Cure. It all came from a strict diet of Bowie, 
T-Rex, Lou Reed, and Iggy Pop. I know. I was 
there. And I can guarantee that was the case.” 

Ash remains wary of the goth label. 
“When this thing started out, the Cure, 
the Banshees, Joy Division, and, well, let’s 
just take those three — no way were they 
considered goth. Maybe in America. But in 
England, goth meant too much make- up 
and no talent — bands like Alien Sex Fiend 
and Sex Gang Children. Unfortunately, we 
were lumped in with them. But now it’s 
become apparent that, just like the Ban- 
shees and Joy Division and the Cure, we 
were all just doing our own thing that had 
nothing to do with that awful goth stuff.” 

That’s not to suggest that Bauhaus are 
any less theatrical or intense two decades 
later. “I think you'd have to be pretty brain- 
less to be in your 4os and still be obsessed 
with how you look all the time. But on 
stage we have to look like Bauhaus. In San 
Francisco I bought this great long leather 
coat that goes right down to the floor. It 
looks like something out of The Matrix. So I 
grabbed it, and I wear it when we first 
come on stage. So, yeah, we still love dress- 
ing up. It’s part of what the band’s about. 
I'll never go on in jeans and T-shirt. That 
would be ridiculous.” ©

Shakira’s rise out of Colombia

A couple of months ago, Colombian 

pop star Shakira stopped by The View 
to promote her new Fijacién Oral, Vol. 1 (Epic). 
There was no sit-down, just a rendition of 
her single “La Tortura” on a catwalk stage. 
Her trademark froggy hiccups were in 
full flight as she treated the TV crowd to 
a string of epileptic chest pumps and ac- 
complished abdomen undulations — the 
same moves she shows off in the song’s 
video as she slides over kitchen counter- 
tops and humps hardwood floors to win 
back the attention of an unfaithful lover. 
He’s played by Alejandro Sanz, who belts 
the song’s killer chorus. 

There was, however, something miss- 
ing from The View’s re-creation. In the 
middle of the video, Shakira dumps black 
oil on her body. In a quick close-up, we 
watch as she dips her hands into the oil 
and, almost ritually, covers her face with 
it. The torture of infidelity, it seems, leads 
to blackface and “blackbody.” It’s when 
she’s blacked up that Shakira dances the 
hardest, popping her chest to the point 
of snapping. The dancing is, it’s clear, 
lifted from West African traditions. But 
she told the press it was a’style all her 
own, one she described as “tribal.” 

Her performance of a self-invented 
primitive blackness is thrown into even 
greater relief by the song’s Afro-Caribbean 
reggaeton backing. Although now known 
as a Puerto Rican style, reggaeton is actu- 
ally a Panamanian-Jamaican mix born of 
Jamaican laborers brought to work on the 
Canal. When reggaeton began, it 
was an explicitly black, working- 
class form with Afro-Panamanians 
like El General leading the way. On 
Fijacién Oral, Shakira includes a 
more explicitly reggaeton version 
of “La Tortura” and claims it as her 
own. She calls it “shaketon,” a 
word that in Mexico is slang for 
masturbation. 

African-derived music has al- 
ways played a role in Shakira’s 
sound. She is, after all, the prod- 
uct of Baranquilla, a Colombian 
carnival capital with a rich post- 
slavery cultural legacy. Shakira 
was never a representative of black 
Colombia, but she was still legit as 
a pop artist, born of a South Amer- 
ican mix of European, African, 
and Lebanese cultures. But with 
2001's Laundry Service (Sony), it was 
out with the Spanish and in with 
the blond hair and a Pepsi con- 
tract. She wanted to conquer 
America, she liked to tell maga- 
zines, the way the Spaniards did. 
The move didn’t go unnoticed. 
When I spoke to a group of black 
Colombian girls after Laundry Service 
was Safely at the top of the US 


charts, they talked about Shakira with 
sadness, as if something had been lost in 
her transformation. 

Critic Rob Tannenbaum has called Shaki- 
ta “the embodiment of globalization, the 
digital-age demolition of national bound- 
aries.” He’s more right than he may know. 
Shakira is the perfect example of what cor- 
porate globalization does to cultures around 
the world: it creates commercially viable 
products based on local traditions in a man- 
ner engineered to erase them. Shakira can 
be read as “global” precisely because she is 
no longer read as Colombian. She demolish- 
es national boundaries because she’s got a 
worldwide contract with Sony, she’s no 
longer another young singer in a developing 
country where national boundaries are as 
Teal as kidnappings and car bombs. 

In this context, being “the embodiment 
of globalization” is also a euphemism for 
having marketable pan-ethnicity, or, 
more bluntly, for not being black or Indio. 
Shakira would not be accepted as a citizen 
of the world if she were dark-skinned — 
just ask any Afro-Colombian champeta 
singer. Her compatriot Carlos Vives tried to 
pull the same trick, but the former soap 
star kept indigenous Colombians in his 
band and videos. Which I suppose makes 
“La Tortura” an honest video in the end — 
a how-to guide for the international pop 
set. Dance like an African but claim the 
move as your own, then cover yourself 
with oil to show how easily blackness can 
come on and off. ©

Proudly unhip 


Herb Alpert & the Tijuana Brass

It seems strange that one of most pop- 

ular acts of the ’60s would only now 
be releasing most of his catalogue on CD 
for the first time. But Herb Alpert & the Ti- 
juana Brass haven’t just been out of print 
for the past 30 years: they’ve been wiped 
from the collective memory banks, even 
though statistics say they were the fourth- 
best-selling act of the decade, behind the 
Beatles, Sinatra, and Elvis. 

Some would say that’s no tragedy. 
Alpert was perhaps the one truly square 
’60s artist to have regular hits. He got 
more airplay on “beautiful music” stations 
than on Top 40. Even now, he seems an 
unlikely candidate for the after-the-fact 
hipness accorded Burt Bacharach. One 
could go on about everything his music 
wasn’t, It seldom approached jazz, even 
though the Tijuana Brass were an instru- 
mental group led by a trumpet player. It 
never sound much like authentic mariachi 
— indeed, the credits reveal the group nev- 
er had a single Hispanic member. And 
they were absolutely untouched by ’6o0s 
counterculture. Among Shout Factory’s 
current reissue series are the group’s 
eighth and ninth albums, Sounds Like... 
and Ninth, released in March and Novem- 
ber 1967, before and after the Summer of 
Love. The two sound identical. 

So, for that matter, do most of the 1 
albums in Shout Factory’s reissue series, 
which runs from the 1962 debut, The Lonely 
Bull, to ’68’s Christmas Album, adding a new 
rarities disc, Lost Treasures, but skipping over 
’63’s Tijuana Brass Volume 2. The sound over 
those six years changed only in that it grew 
more homogenized: by album #10, The Beat 
of the Brass (which included the one vocal 
hit, “This Guy’s in Love with You”), Alpert 
had stopped even trying to sound Mexican. 
The early albums are full of campy mo- 
ments like “Tijuana Taxi” (with its “beep- 
beep” instrumental hook) and, on 1963’s 
South of the Border, a politically incorrect take 
on “Hello, Dolly!” with its “nice to have joo 
back where joo belong” group vocal. The 


early albums are the silliest, most dated, 
and, well, most fun to hear again. 

But the whole series is a kick, in its 
proudly unhip way. In the post-Ramones 
world, it’s no shame to hear an act sticking 
with the same formula for a dozen albums. 
And Alpert’s formula was a sturdy one: the 
songs were short, the tunes snappy. He 
was usually too straight-faced to fall into 
the Esquerita/Three Suns school of percus- 
sion madness, but his marimba player, 
Julius Wechter, always added some exotica 
to the mix. The arrangements are quirkier 
than you might remember: Alpert’s MO 
seemed to involve forgetting about any bet- 
ter-known versions of a song. His take on 
“The Trolley Song” (popularized by Judy 
Garland) is a near-ballad, and “The Hap- 
pening” is arranged as a big-band standard 
rather than as the Supremes hit it was. 

The Tijuana’s one great, unified album 
is 1965’s Whipped Cream @ Other Delights. Com- 
mon wisdom says it was his best-selling 
because of its cover photo of a model cov- 
ered in whipped cream. (The CD reissue 
has a poster-sized reproduction that, alas, 
makes it clear she had a dress on under- 
neath.) But behind the cover, Whipped Cream 
is the one that feels like the swinging ’6os. 
Credit that to some awareness of rock 
(their “A Taste of Honey” is livelier than 
the Beatles version and was a bigger hit) 
and to the finger-snapping breeziness. And 
most of all to a slightly decadent romantic 
mood: when Alpert evokes mariachi here, 
it’s through a drunken haze. After doing 
New Orleans straight up on the Allen 
Toussaint—penned title track, the Brass 
turn “Love Potion No. 9” into stripper 
music, lascivious slide trombones and all. 

Alpert tried to transcend kitsch on his 
more subdued later work; Whipped Cream 
works so well because it doesn’t. Even at 
their kitschiest, though, the Tijuana Brass 
were simply selling an idealized vision of a 
sunny vacation spot. Throw in a parrot and 
afew margaritas and you'll still find that 
formula on the pop-charts today: © -

duo Caps & Jones. 

It’s hard to describe exactly what it is 
that Caps & Jones do, and harder still to ex- 
plain the artfulness of it. They’re DJs who 
make mixtapes — those slimline-cased, 
burnt-CDR thorns in the music industry’s 
side. But they’re hardly your typical mix- 
tape DJs: their game has nothing to do 
with pushing the freshest or rarest tracks 
before the next guy or girl gets his or her 
hands on them. In fact, their self-released 
masterpiece, Moving in Stereo, is largely 
made up of songs that are decades old, 
songs you could find in your dad’s record 
collection. Anybody, of course, can include 
Steely Dan’s “Black Cow” in a mix; what 
distinguishes Caps & Jones is the way 
they’ll lay a classic track between a 
Cam’ron verse and, say, the Brothers John- 
son’s cover of “Come Together.” Their mixes 
have a sincerity and a simple reverence for 
good music that a lot of mash-up DJs lack. 
But DJ Caps & Pandemonium Jones (given 
names Will Creeley and Brian Curtis) are no 
mere mash-up team — they’re party-rock- 
ers. That’s why I wanted to tag along with 
them on this brief, weekend-long tour of 
the Great White North. 

I did know Creeley and Curtis before 
they pulled up in front of my apartment on 
Thursday morning in a rented mini-van. 
When Moving in Stereo came out last year, I 
ordered a copy from their Web site. Two 
weeks later, it arrived, crammed in an en- 
velope with a note (“HEY DUDER! HOPE 
YOU ENJOY!”) scribbled on the back of a 
found sheet of low-grade pornography, a 
photograph of a topless woman who was 
easily over 50 years old. After catching one 
of their sets during a trip to New York and 
watching them get Central Square’s Enor-

mous Room completely shook this past 
June, I commissioned Caps & Jones to make 
a mix for my Web site. That is, I asked 
them to do it for free. That they agreed 
seems to fit with their business plan: on 
the ride from Brooklyn to Montreal, they 
explain to me that between renting the van 
and paying for gas and food, they’ll proba- 
bly end up losing money on this trip. 

By 2am on Thursday, however, finances 
are the last thing on their minds. Spinning 
alongside Montreal’s Ghislain Poirier to a 
sparse and subdued crowd, Caps & Jones 
light up when rap legend Devin the Dude, 
who had been performing just a few blocks 
away, walks through the club’s door. He 
sits at the bar, famously mellow, nursing a 
Guinness and nodding his head as the pair 
self-consciously throw a few Houston gems 
into their set. When they’re done, they — 
and I, and all of the club’s leftover patrons 
— gather around Devin and chill in his 
blissfully stoned presence. Curtis, slightly 
inebriated at this point, sings Devin a hook 
for his next album, which the Dude seems 
to enjoy. In return, Devin records a drop for 
the pair’s next mix on my cellphone before 
retiring to his hotel. Between the all-day 
drive and a full evening of partying, we're

tired enough that Chislain’s floor seems 
like a deluxe hotel suite. 

Friday morning, we slump wearily into 
the van and hit the road for Ottawa. 
There’s a faint sense of worry: how could 
anything top last night? Never mind that 
our hosts in Ottawa are the DJs Caps & 
Jones are least familiar with on the tour, or 
that the city doesn’t exactly have a rep as 
Canada’s party capital — how does it get 
any better than hanging out with Devin 
the Dude? Worse, the day marks the six- 
month anniversary of the passing of Cree- 
ley’s father, noted American poet Robert 
Creeley. Will created a powerful memorial 
for his father’s funeral that included the 
senior Creeley’s collaboration with indie 
legends Mercury Rev. 

But as on the previous evening, all wor- 
ries are soon erased. We meet up with DJ 
Linus Booth at Organised Sound, the record 
store he owns in the heart of Ottawa. Ina 
scene straight out of High Fidelity, we crack 
open cold beers in the store as the evening’s 
other DJs arrive and use the shop’s back 
room to change into our outfits. Oh, that’s 
right, our “outfits”: this evening Disorgan- 
ised, the DJ crew headed by Booth, are 
hosting,a prom-themed party..It could be 





mere coincidence, or it could have some- 
thing to do with the notion that Caps & 
Jones are just as comfortable playing the 
new Three 6 Mafia joint as they are drop- 
ping some Cyndi Lauper. 

All cummerbunded and ready to go, we 
walk across the street to the venue, which 
at first glance appears to be a Chili’s. But in 
the basement, there’s a bar and a rec room, 
nothing but open space for dancing and a 
pool table to hold the DJ equipment. Booth 
explains that this is where the monthly par- 
ty in Ottawa takes place — not as in “the 
hippest,” but as in “the only.” He tells us 
that all manner of kids come out to see Dis- 
organised (Booth and his DJ partners Pho 
and Chameleonic): black, white, punk, in- 
die, gay, straight. He’s right, and within 
an hour of the doors’ opening, the room is 
filled with dancing Ottawans of all shapes 
and sizes in their finest gowns and tuxes. 
The night’s still young, and Caps & Jones 
won't get on the decks for hours, so we sit 
down in one of the basement’s restaurant- 
style booths to gather our thoughts. That 
is, until Chameleonic spots us. “Fuck this 
clique shit!” he shouts. “Get out there and 
meet some people!” 

And meet people we do. There’s Melody, 
a certified prom queen who’s sporting a 
homemade hybrid gown: half prom dress, 
half vintage Anthrax T-shirt. There’s Ce 
line, who produces a driver’s license to 
show us that she does in fact share a name 
with a certain waifish French-Canadian 
chanteuse. And there’s Alanna Stuart. 
Standing atop a chair behind the turnta 
bles, she needs only to belt out a few min- 
utes of her soulful, patois-influenced vocals 
to make the crowd go crazy. It’s an ideal 
lead-in to Caps & Jones: their set starts as a 
Dirty South sing-along to new favorites like 
“Kryptonite” and “Stay Fly” and by night’s 
end turns into an old-school R&B slow- 
dance session. What with the wood panel- 
ing and the kids with corsages, it feels like 
a real prom party. 

After some impromptu morning-after 
football in Ottawa and a hazy Saturday 
night in Toronto, we find ourselves back in 
Creeley’s home town of Buffalo wondering 
where our weekend disappeared to. I regret 
that I didn’t talk to the duo more about the 
skill and craft of Djing. But I also realize 
that I was too busy experiencing it first- 
hand. I’m amazed at how many people 
know about Caps & Jones, how many own 
their mixes and have heard about their pre- 
ternatural ability to get a crowd moving. 
Maybe I shouldn’t be, the dudes being as 
good as they are and information spreading 
as quickly as it does these days. Maybe the 
question isn’t how come so many people 
know about Caps & Jones but how come so 
many people don’t. ©

HANK Ill 
REBEL YELLS 


On July 13 — for dramatic purposes, we’ll pretend it was 
a Friday — roots rebel Hank Williams III (a/k/a Hank III 
or Hank 3) posted good news on his Web site. Curb, the 
same Nashville label that caters to the clean country fare 
of LeAnn Rimes, had put dirty III’s new Straight to Hell 
down for release on September 13. (Okay, not a Friday.) 
Hank and his band were already on the road, playing 
new tunes like “Them Pills I Took,” “Crazed Country Rebel,” 
and the subtly accurate “Not Everybody Likes Us.” As if 
the shadow of his famously tragic granddad didn’t hang 
heavy enough over young Hank, he’d also aligned himself 
with the original country outlaws — Waylon, Willie, 
Merle, etc. So it wasn’t an unexpected plot twist when 
September came and went with no Straight to Hell. On Oc- 
tober 19, III’s Web site finally set the record straight: the 
now “tentatively titled [my italics] Straight to Hell will be in 
stores Tuesday, February 7th.” The reason: “Distribution 
issues (i.e., the ‘No. 1 CD retailer in the world, refusing 
to sell the album at their stores) have resulted in the re- 
lease date being changed a few times.” Hank was al- 
ready back on the road, splitting sets between his coun- 
try band and Assjack, a full-on, Pantera-inspired metal 
outfit who ensured that he’d be booked into Axis a week 
ago Wednesday instead of a more roots-oriented venue. 
Opener Laney Strickland set the tone with an end-of- 
set shout-out to music row: “Fuck Nashville!/Might as 
well call it cashville.” Then the once disarmingly handsome 
Hank III — who since I last saw him five years ago has 
gotten three of Black Flag’s four famous bars tattoo’d on 
his left arm, picked up a bassist (Joe Buck) with a home- 
made GG Allin sticker plastered on his upright, and ap- 
parently been sleeping in his hat — arrived looking and 
sounding more eerily like his granddad than ever. “I’m 
drinking/I’m drugging/I’m having lots of fun,” he boasted, 
with trad fiddle/pedal-steel backing, “I always carry 
round my ol’ shotgun.” Meanwhile, an unmiked Joe 
Buck shouted “C’mon motherfuckers!” at nobody in par- 
ticular. I’m not the first to say it, and I won’t be the last, 
but talent in the Williams family appears to have skipped 
a generation. So, it would seem, has a penchant for hard 
living. Indeed, if there’s any of Hank Jr. in II, well, maybe 
that’s what the generic metal of Assjack’s all about. Like 
most of the crowd, I moved toward the exit once the band 
switched to electric metal gear and Assjack screamer Gary 
Lindsey took over the mike. He wasn’t bad: it just didn’t 
stand up against the oak-barrel aged rebel yell of III.

THE GO! TEAM 
LIGHTS, CAMERA, ACTION! 


“Jump! Jump! 1! 2! 3! 4! Yes! Yes! You’ve got the energy!” 
chanted Ninja, the go-go dancing mouthpiece of England’s 
Go! Team, her spitfire sibilance cloaked in a Brighton ac- 
cent. Around her, the coed, multi-ethnic sextet, clad in 
visors, sweatbands, and basketball jerseys, kicked up a 
swirling tempest of sunny psychedelia, buoyed by hip- 
hop beats, bolstered by hard guitars, and backlit by pro- 
tean film stock projections. “We want you all squishin’ 
in and having a good time!” 

It was Tuesday night a week ago at the Paradise, and 
the Aussie opening act the Grates had already set an upbeat 
tone with their stripped-down, bounce-and-smile punk 
tunes. But the Go! Team upped the ante about as far as 
an ante could be upped. Their roiling mishmash of action 
-soundtrack bombast, Day-Glo soul, and cut ’n’ splice 
hooks actually had people dancing. “This is the first album 
I’ve bought in three years,” said the guy in front of me to 
his girlfriend, referring to Thunder, Lightning, Strike (Sony). 
He didn’t say which: the original English version, 
which came out last September, or the one stripped of 
its copyrighted samples and released stateside last 
month. (“Does anyone have the illegal version?” Ninja 
asked. “You're criminals, but we love you for having it.”) 
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STRAIGHT TO HELL Hank Williams II! shares some of his 
grandfather’s talent and, it seems, his taste for hard living. 


Blaring samples nearly drowned out the eclectic in- 
strumentation as the band powered through “Get it To- 
gether,” “The Ice Show” (from their self-released Are You 
Ready for More? EP), “Junior Kickstart,” and “The Power Is 
On.”

MILTON NASCIMENTO 
AIR BRAZIL 


Last Friday, a giant TAM Airlines balloon was parked out- 
side the Chevalier Theatre in Medford. TAM? No, it doesn’t 
fly out of Logan. TAM flies twice daily between Sao Paulo 
and Miami. And if you’ve never flown TAM, you probably 
didn’t know that the legendary Milton Nascimento was in 
town. Tickets had been available only through Brazilian- 
import shops and restaurants. Inside the former high- 
school auditorium, a screen in front of the stage played a 
loop of ads for Brazilian real estate and cellphone business- 
es alongside Portuguese PSAs about HIV/AIDS. The crowd 
waited . . . The 8 pm doors led to a midnight set by Nasci- 
mento, and by then the women behind me had already 
screamed themselves hoarse, shouting along to Zelia Dun- 
can (a Sheryl Crow-like rocker, all power chords and stadi- 
um facial tics) and Alcione (a Dolly Parton-like samba 
singer in a magenta wig going through the motions of a 
well-worn routine). 

Milton was a different story. He launched into a sensi- 
tively arranged series of songs from his new Pietd (Savoy 
Jazz), a tribute to the women who have inspired his career, 
including his adoptive mother and the many female 
singers he’s worked with over the years. His introspection 
quieted the boisterous crowd. Milton is in ill health, and 
the sight of a beloved figure in a weakened state seemed to 
throw the room into a state of tension. But a surprise cover 
of Led Zeppelin’s “Going to California” led to a flurry of up- 
beat hits. Tension gave way to release. Everyone shouted 
along to “Maria Maria,” as he sent the crowd away happy 
into the Medford night.

Why does the world’s most notorious 
“faith-based” nation produce some of the 
world’s best movies? Every Iranian film 
opens with the invocation “In the name of 
God” — which could warn of false piety but 
in most cases implies that the filmmakers 
take their work seriously and believe it 
might partake of spiritual substance. These 
films dramatize a world in which actions 
have consequences, details have meaning, 
and immanent revelation shimmers beneath 
the surface of things. And not to makea 
case for censorship, but the limits on ex- 
pression imposed by a theocracy can com- 
pel the artist to become craftier in encoding 
a message and quicker in discerning decep- 
tion and hypocrisy in others, especially the 
powers that be. At its best, Iranian cinema 
seeks out the profound through poetry. 

Of course, such a cinema survives at the 
whim of the ignorant, the intolerant, and 
the fanatical. Given the retrenchment of 
hardliners in Iran, its marginalization by 
the West, and the threat of nuclear 
weapons, who knows how long that 
country will keep faith with one of its 
most precious resources? 

In the meantime, the Twelfth Annual 
Boston Festival of Films from Iran repre- 
sents one of the best selections yet, perhaps 
because it reflects an anxiety about the fu- 
ture. “All men are unfaithful,” a long-suf- 
fering wife in Bahram Beyzaie’s KILLING 
RABID DOGS (2001; November 19 @ 3:15 pm) 
laments. The heroine, Golrokh, believes 
her husband is an exception. He’s in jail for 
fraud, the millions he’s taken from bilked 
investors unaccounted for. Insisting that 
his partner absconded with the dough, he 
persuades his estranged wife to buy back 
the bad checks from his debtors and get 
him released. 

She starts out naive but gets savvy fast, 
facing down and outwitting lecherous pigs 
and brutal mobsters, taking a beating but 
never giving up. And Mozhdeh Shamsai’s 





vibrant performance anchors 
her husband Beyzaie’s flam- 
boyant narrative. Forget the 
meditative pace you expect 
of Iranian films: Killing Rabid 
Dogs careers like a Hong 
Kong action picture. Set in 
the oppressive post-revolu- 
tionary era of the ’8os, it’s 
punctuated by expressionist 
details of that era — armed soldiers, tyran- 
nical political graffiti, sandbags — presag- 
ing perhaps more bad days to come. 

A sense of déja vu also haunts Rakhshan 
Bani-Etemad & Mohsen Abdolvahab’s 
GILANEH (2005; November 12 @ 5 pm), which 
begins on New Year’s Eve in 1988 as Iraqi 
missiles rain down on Tehran and ends 
15 years later as US forces move against 
Saddam in 2003. The heroine of the title is 
a resourceful widow whose son-in-law has 
deserted from the army and is hiding out in 
the city and whose beloved son has just been 
drafted and is on his way to the front. Her 
pregnant daughter wants to track down her 
husband, and the bulk of the film is taken 
up with their pilgrimage from the country 
to the bombed-out city through a landscape 
filled with those fleeing war’s disaster. It’s 
a mutely eloquent anti-war statement, far 
braver than any equivalent Hollywood movie, 
and coming from a country supposedly 
more restrictive of freedom of expression. 

Well, let’s not get carried away. In 2001, 
Tahmineh Milani was arrested by an Islam- 
ic Revolutionary Court for her film The 
Hidden Half, and only an international out- 
cry spared her from a possible death sen- 
tence. She’s as tough as any of the women 
in her politically brave and entertaining 
features. In THE UNWANTED WOMAN (2005; 
December 4 @ 3 pm), a well-educated 
schoolteacher puts up with her sleazy hus- 
band’s philandering until he flaunts his 
latest mistress. When he goes on a road 
trip with the woman, the wife insists on 
going along, bringing their child in tow. 
What starts out almost as a black comedy 
veers into a preachy melodrama when a 
fugitive wife killer joins the mix. Not one 
of Milani’s best, but she deserves the ILEX 
Award for Excellence in Iranian Cinema 
she’ll receive at the screening. 

It’s disquieting to hear (or read in subti- 
tles) dialogue in an Iranian film that’s as

obscene and inventive as David Mamet’s. 
Certainly the censors thought so: Mani 
Haghighi’s ABADAN (2003; November 18 at 8 
pm + November 26 at 2 pm) has been banned 
in its native land. Perhaps they found not 
just the language objectionable but aiso the 
rollicking, contrapuntal story, which lam- 
poons touchy subjects ranging from marital 
fidelity to martyrdom in the Iran/Iraq War. 
An estranged wife persuades her husband 
to find her wayward, dotty father. While he 
hunts for the old man with his raffish best 
friend, the wife makes pals with her hub- 
by’s young mistress. Meanwhile, the old 
man gleefully searches for a dead compan- 
ion while dreaming of running off to the 
Shangri-la of the title — in fact, a city de- 
stroyed in the Iran/Iraq War. 

A less light-hearted tale of a promised 
land is Abdolrasoul Golbon’s debut, 
PARADISE IS SOMEWHERE ELSE (2003; 
November 20 @ 1:30 pm). A 17-year-old 
shepherd in a primitive border region saves 
his money so he can seek his fortune in the 
Emirates. On the eve of his departure, his 
father dies in an accident at the construc- 
tion site where he works. The tribal code 
calls for vengeance against the corrupt 
manager responsible, and before he’s done 
the youth has compromised not only him- 
self but a refugee Afghan boy he’s befriend- 
ed. Deceptively simple and with a John 
Ford-like sense of landscape, Paradise hints 
at deep discontents and frustrated longings. 

These sentiments seem to have spurred 
a mystical bent in recent Iranian cinema, 

a dreamlike trend reminiscent of Turkish 
films. Kamal Tabrizi’s A PIECE OF BREAD 
(2005; November 18 @ 6 pm) also takes place 
on the troubled frontier. An illiterate wid- 
ow suddenly becomes able to read the Ko- 
ran, and pilgrims flock to her for miracle 
cures. The central government fears trou- 
ble, so it sends an officer accompanied by a 
crusty mullah and a simple-minded soldier

to debunk the claim. The last of this un- 
likely trio seems the only one in tune with 
what’s genuine and holy, a sensibility that 
Tabrizi conveys with wry and numinous de- 
tails and a dénouement that will leave the 
mullah and probably the audience scratch- 
ing their heads. 

Less orthodox in its mysticism is Ali 
Mosaffa’s PORTRAIT OF A LADY FAR AWAY 
(2005; December 3 @ 3:45 pm), which be- 
gins and ends with a Borgesian dream. In 
between, a disillusioned engineer who’s es- 
tranged from his family ventures into the 
night to rescue a young woman who called 
his number at random to say she was plan- 
ning to commit suicide. The woman is an 
aspiring actress whose flirtation with 
death seems just another role. She proves a 
nocturnal guide through a city full of eerie 
portents of the engineer’s past, premoni- 
tions of his future, and the suggestion that 
his present state is even more spurious 
than he suspects. 

This veiled critique of scientific ration- 
alism, skepticism, and materialism gets 
a more overt and moving treatment in 
Reza Mirkarimi’s SO FAR, SO CLOSE (2005; 
November 20 @ 3:15 pm). This time it’s a 
doctor rather than an engineer whose over- 
reliance on human rationality and scien- 
tific progress has left him in a spiritual 
void. As usual, he misses his teenage son’s 
birthday, but this time he learns that the 
boy has developed inoperable brain cancer. 
In desperation, he drives to the desert 
where his son is on an astronomical field 
trip, yet another journey in which encoun- 
ters have mystical import. Far from being 
a pat parable about the conflict between 
faith and reason, Mirkarimi’s film avoids 
sentiment and platitudes and instead re- 
lies on real characters and luminous im- 
agery. The last sequence will stir the faith 
of the most cynical — if not faith in God, 
then faithincinema. ©

Keira Knightley puts it back into Pride and Prejudice

To judge from Joe Wright’s adaptation of 
Pride and Prejudice, Jane Austen may have in- 
vented the tracking shot. The moving cam- 
era takes charge from the first moment of 
the film, plowing over the grounds of the 
Bennet property, through muddy lanes and 
past paddocks of livestock and into the rab- 
bit warren of the house itself. At the same 
time, the family assault the screen with 
such impossibly high spirits that you want 
to grab the younger Bennet sisters and send 
them to their room. No prim sense and 
sensibility here; the style seems more ap- 
propriate for a remake of Tom Jones. 

No wonder Mr. Darcy (Matthew Mc- 
Fadyen) looks as if he’d just sniffed some- 
thing that’s gone off when he makes his 
first appearance, at a local ball. I too 


wished I were elsewhere. Not just out of 
snobbery, but because the razzmatazz 
drowns out the Austen dialogue and her 
wickedly shrewd observations. This should- 
n’t be a parade of period detail but a story 
about point of view, about how people per- 
ceive themselves and others. 

Pride and prejudice, in other words, 
with Darcy embodying the former and Eliza- 
beth Bennet the latter, But Keira Knightley 
as the coltish, savvy second-eldest of the 
Bennet litter restores the focus. She takes af- 
ter her father (Donald Sutherland, with a 
fuzzy face and accent) with her sardonic eye 
and joy at absurdities. Unfortunately, that’s 
about all she’ll inherit from the old man. 
Like her siblings, she’s at the mercy of a 
good marriage, a project that concerns her 
little but is the obsession of her mother 
(Brenda Blethyn). Mrs. Bennet goes to work 
when Mr. Bingley (a bland and bumptious 
Simon Woods) takes up residence nearby. 
He’s a perfect match for eldest daughter Jane 
(Rosamund Pike), and indeed Bingley is en- 
chanted. Not so his pal Darcy, a forbiddingly 
rich (his estate resembles the British Muse- 
um) and arrogant fop who finds the lowly 
Bennets unsuitable. All except for Elizabeth; 
as he sneaks glances at her, his face registers 
the stunned despair of the smitten. 

Who wouldn’t be? Knightley embraces 
her character’s physical vitality and vivid-

“What’s on the other side of that window?” 
That’s the question Locke (Jack Nicholson) 
asks Robertson (Chuck Mulvehill) near the 
beginning of Michelangelo Antonioni’s 
1975 MGM film The Passenger, which is get- 
ting a 3oth-anniversary re-release, in its 


uncut European version, this week. And 
he’s not talking about the window of the 
hotel room in the small, revolution-torn 
African country (Chad?) where he and his 
fellow Englishman are sharing a drink. He’s 
asking what’s on the other side of life. The 
Passenger describes his attempt to find out. 
Locke’s own life is a mess: he has a job, 
investigative reporting, that he’s not very 
good at (as we see in moviola flashbacks 
when he tries to interview the country’s 
head of state and a witch doctor) anda 
wife (Jenny Runacre) back in London who 
has a lover. So when he finds Robertson 
dead, of an apparent heart attack, he 
switches passports. His new identity’s air- 
line tickets take him to London, where he 
pays a final visit to his flat, and then Mu- 
nich, where he discovers that Robertson’s

ness of mind. She leaps stiles, delights in 
repartee, and takes in nearly everything: her 
family’s embarrassing crassness, Darcy’s dis- 
dain. But not enough: she fails to recognize 
either Darcy’s desire or her own, condemn- 
ing him instead for his pride and power. 

The filmmakers (with an uncredited 
script rewrite from Emma Thompson) 
deftly compress the narrative, submerg- 
ing subplots (Mr. Collins, for one) in or- 
der to foreground the duel between Darcy 
and Elizabeth. And as Elizabeth tries to 


business is obtaining guns for the rebels. 
On to Barcelona, where he fails to recon- 
nect with the rebels but does hook up with 
a Girl (Maria Schneider) who encourages 
him to carry on with his new life. They 
make their way down the Costa del Sol to 
Osuna and Robertson’s final appointment, 
which proves final for Locke. Or is it? 

Locke is, like all of us, the passenger of 
the title; what he doesn’t know is his des- 
tination or the identity of his driver/pilot, 
assuming there is one. His physical vehi- 
cles — a Land Rover and a white convert- 
ible — break down; Antonioni’s camera 
keeps wandering away from him, trying to 
show him where and how to look, how to 
be the protagonist of the film. Starting 
with the crucified pose he assumes against 
his deceased Land Rover, his journey is a 
passion through stations of the cross, a vita 
nuova guided by a Beatrice who’s more like 
Mary Magdalene; the Gloria of a saint in 
the church in Munich leads to the Hotel de 
la Gloria in Osuna. His first impulse is to 
hide. “People disappear every day,” the Girl 
tells him in Gaudi’s Palau Giiell. “Every 
time they leave the room,” he replies. 

The room, however, isn’t so easy to 


take charge of the situation, Wright for- 
goes his extravagances and allows the 
pair’s warring perceptions to prevail. Ata 
second ball, both Wright and Elizabeth 
are at their best. While vainly trying to 
keep her family from the inevitable 
gaffes, Elizabeth nonetheless outmatches 
Darcy with ripostes during a quadrille. 
But looks say more than words, and when 
our heroes at last break through their 
vanities, the screen reveals what Austen 
only suggests. © 


leave. Time and space keep collapsing (if 
Antonioni were a painter, he’d be Giorgio 
Morandi), and though Locke eventually 
leaves the green world of European civi- 
lization and returns to the desert, this 
time in southern Spain, Rachel, having 
spotted Robertson’s photo in her hus- 
band’s passport, follows, bringing his old 
life and “the same old codes” after him. By 
keeping Robertson’s last appointment, 
he’s taken himself, and us, as far as he 
can, but Antonioni’s camera takes us far- 
ther, squeezing through the iron bars of 
the Hotel de la Gloria window like a hu- 
man soul, out into the freedom of the 
plaza and the sea and the sky beyond, then 
turning to look back at Locke’s body on the 
bed and hear Rachel say, “I never knew 
him,” and the Girl say she did. Night falls;

background music (in a film that has hard- 
ly any) recalls the end of Howard Hawks’s 
Rio Bravo, another film with a Girl. Aman 
and a woman — the hotel proprietors? — 
argue in the doorway; he walks out of the 
frame, she sits down to wait.

All, of course, 
is not as it seems, and Charles delves in- 
to his dark side to protect what’s his. 
Aniston is luminous and convincing; 
Owen, a gifted actor who’s usually mis- 
cast, smolders sexily. Rappers Xzibit and 
RZA plus Giancarlo Esposito round out 
the cast, but Cassel’s the hot ticket here. 
And though not every plot twist will 
come as a shock, this titillating ride is no 
train wreck, either.

Ira Sachs’s slight but well- 
acted film was a hit at Sun- 
dance, where unhappy family 
dramas score high; its re- 
ception away from the festi- 
val’s rarefied air remains to 
be seen. Russian émigrée 
Laura (striking Russian ac- 
tress Dina Korzun) is in an 
unhappy relationship with 
Memphis music mogul Alan

sure) comes home with prob- 
lems of his own, Laura finds 
an outlet. Burrows gives 
Michael an understated 
grace, and Korzun makes 
alienation and loneliness 
look pretty fetching, but 
their scenes together don’t 
add up to much. And though 
Sachs creates a sense of the 
rhythm of everyday life, 
with lots of scenes in cars 


and of people just sitting 
around, they don’t generate 
much dramatic tension.

Eminem went the family 
melodrama route for 8 Mile. 
For his own big-screen debut, 
Curtis “so Cent” Jackson, a/ 
k/a Marcus, has gone the 
family way as well and fused 
that genre to the gangster 
flick. It starts out with the 
legendary nine slugs that 
ripped into him froma 
would-be assassin and turned 
his life around. A flashback 
takes him from the murder of 
his dealer mother to his rise 
in the drug trade and his dab- 
bling in hip-hop. (Best line in 
the film: “I pursued my 


dream of rap music for about 
three hours. Then I went 
back to selling coke.”) So far 
so good, with Jim Sheridan’s 
direction drawing out the 
sweetness from Jackson's 
menacing reserve. Rather 
than focusing on how crime 
inspired the music, however, 
the film celebrates crime it- 
self, or at least crime as films 
like Brian De Palma’s Scarface 
depict it, meandering into a 
revenge plot about who his 
dad was and who killed his 
mom. And what’s the deal 
with the naked men fighting 
in the shower? As for the mu- 
sic — like the star, it gets 
short-changed.

Give him Kenneth Branagh to 
enact his words and even a 
monster can seem like a half 


decent guy. Maybe that’s the 
experiment Lutz Hachmeister 
and Michael Kloft refer to in 
this documentary. They back 
entries from Goebbels’s diary 
with archival Nazi footage, 
and at times you can’t help 
feeling for the little runt. 
Writing in the 1920s, the fu 
ture Nazi propaganda minis- 
ter describes himself as a tor- 
tured romantic 
seeking meaning 
in order to escape 
despair. This 
meaning he finds 
in Hitler, and for 
two decades his en- 
tries record not so 
much the banality 
of evil as the obsessions and 
schemes of an ambitious non- 
entity. The visuals underline 
this notion; he looks like a 
child in his father’s uniform. 
Otherwise, there’s little art or 
irony in the selection of mate- 
rial — why the Venice Bien- 
nale and not Auschwitz? The 
most horrific image is the 
charred corpse of Goebbels 
himself lined up with the 
bodies of his five children, 
whom he poisoned before he 
committed suicide.

At 
first exasperated, the couple 
eventually regard their visi- 
tors as a test from God, and 
they rise to the challenge of 
being the perfect hosts. Their 
exasperation is shared by the 
viewer as the cartoonishly 
annoying guests dominate 
scene after scene, pitting their 
painful antics against their 
hosts’ saintly behavior. Al- 
though the devoutly religious 
couple are sympathetic and 
touching, they can’t wrest 
this film away from their ob- 
noxious alter egos.

SUICIDE BOMBERS Devils or angels? Or is there an in-between? 


Palestine now? 


Hany Abu-Assad on hi 


_BY GERALD PEARY 


I wonder how the Nazareth-born 
Palestinian filmmaker of Paradise 
Now, Hany Abu-Assad, feels about Warner 

Independent’s advertising for his movie? 
“From the most unexpected place comes a 
bold new call for peace.” And, “Sometimes 
the most courageous act is what you don’t 
do.” Why, L ask, is it “unexpected” that a 
Palestinian would want peace in the 
Middle East? 

Actually, Paradise Now (at the Kendall 
Square) refuses to push any overt politi- 
cal line in its scary tale of two Palestini- 
ans entering Israel with bombs in their 
belts. It never asserts that “what you 
don’t do” (not be a terrorist?) is the most 
courageous act of an an- 
gry young Palestinian. 
Abu-Assad wants audi- 
ences to make up their 
own minds about how 
Palestinian rights might 
be achieved. He’s kept 
music out of his sound- 
track because “music is pushing you to 
what you think and feel, but the film is 
about opening up your thinking.” He un- 
derstands the ideological polarities: “Ei- 
ther suicide bombers are evil or suicide 
bombers are holy, angels.” 

I talked to this friendly, accessible di- 
rector after the movie’s Toronto Interna- 
tional Film Festival screening in Septem- 
ber. “In the beginning,” he told me, “I 
thought I’d shoot in a classic style, yet in 
a ‘documentary’ place, the West Bank 
town of Nablus. But we were endanger- 
ing our lives, under siege. It was very 
difficult, very physical, no civil rights, 
so we moved to Nazareth, a safer place.” 

Did he have trouble casting Palestin- 
ian actors? “A few actors refused who 
weren't in agreement with the vision of 
the film.” The ones he got are profession-

al actors in the local theater. “Now there 
are about 100 people who live by producing 
their own work, tough, professional actors 
who’ll do anything in order to survive in 
this field. Every two years, we can produce 
but one film, so I hope they’ll have work 
outside the Palestinian territory. For 
Paradise Now, we could pay. They couldn’t 
believe I had money for them.” 

I had special praise for the actors who 
play the leaders of the terrorist under- 
ground. Abu-Assad agreed. “In reality, 
they are such nice people. They went with 
me to the world premiere at the Berlin 
Film Festival, and we’ll be at the premiere 
in Ramallah, on the West Bank.” 

How did Paradise Now 
manage to shoot in Israel? 
“We had an Israeli co-pro- 
ducer, so all scenes in Tel 
Aviv were shot in the real 
place. It was logical to be 
there. We were very quiet 
and polite and behaved, so 
we could claim this place as our studio. 
That’s a real Israeli bus we use, and the 
driver wanted to know whether our actor 
really was a suicide bomber.” 

The Palestinian bombers are promised, 
of course, a glorious Islamic afterlife. What 
does Abu-Assad think? “I don’t know what 
happens. It doesn’t matter. When your life 
on earth is hell, it’s unacceptable, then you 
Start to believe in heaven and paradise. 
There’s a need to have this belief when 
there’s no justice. 

“Still, I’m always optimistic, not just 
because the Israeli settlers are leaving 
Gaza but because there’s no choice for 
human beings other than to go forward. 
You have to come to the point that we ac- 
cept each other as humans. We are all 
equal, no matter the color of our skin, or 
our religion.” ©

decade of the 20th century. And 
that’s about how deep the script 
runs; later, when Picasso asks, 
“Why do you hate me so 
much?”, our hero answers, “I 
love you, Pablo.

The year is 1919, and the 
bogus plot has Modigliani (a 
hip, smirking Andy Garcia) 
challenging Picasso (Omid 
Djalili, looking and acting more 
like Diego Rivera) in the annual 
art competition even as he and 
Jeanne (a stranded Elsa Zylber- 
stein) try to get their daughter 
back from her Catholic father. It 
all climaxes with Chaim Sou- 
tine, Maurice Utrillo, Gertrude 
Stein, and even Picasso ap- 
plauding Modigliani’s bogus en- 
try (we never see a real paint- 
ing) at the Salon des Artistes 
while he’s out in the snow get 
ting beaten to death (in fact he 
died of tuberculosis and sub- 
stance abuse) for not paying his 
absinthe tab, one more artistic 
sacrifice to life’s ironies, cruel

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Kiss of the Spider Woman, 
Women on the Verge of HRT

here hasn’t been such a collision 

of violence and Vegas since 

Siegfried’s friend Roy got 

mauled by his own tiger. The 

1993 Kander & Ebb musical, with 
book by Terrence McNally, based on Ar- 
gentine writer Manuel Puig’s 1976 novel 
Kiss of the Spider Woman, won seven Tony 
Awards, but it remains a jarring piece of 
work. SpeakEasy Stage Company offers a 
tazzle-dazzle revival (at the Roberts Stu- 
dio Theatre in the BCA’s Calderwood 
Pavilion through December 3), but it can’t 
solder the disconnection between suffer- 
ing and sequins that is the musical’s 
tragicomic flaw. 

Puig’s novel (which was also made into 
a 1985 Hector Babenco film) focuses on 
Molina, a gay window dresser, and Valen- 
tin, a Marxist revolutionary, who get 
stuck together in a jail cell, where they’re 
terrorized by factotums of a fascist Latin 
American government. The book is also a 
paean to the seductive, healing power of 
the movies, with childhood cinéaste Moli- 
na sharing in minute detail his favorites 
with his at-first-contemptuous cellmate. 
“The more you face reality,” he asserts in 
song, “the more you scar.” 

The ritual forges a humane connection 
between the incarcerated odd couple that 
leads to a futile if mensch-making act of 
sacrifice. But the B-movies Molina chroni- 
cles in Puig’s novel to distract Valentin 
from his physical and political agonies are 
dark and dangerous (if arguably cheesy) 
adventures involving panther women, 
witch doctors, and zombies. In the musi- 
cal, naturally, the vehicles of Molina’s 
beloved Aurora (whose one scary character 
was the death-dispensing Spider Woman) 
become movie musicals — Technicolor 
amalgams of song, dance, and artifice 
that make an unseemly distraction from 
the painful business at hand in the 
prison. Neither is the score by the iconic 
team of composer John Kander and lyricist 
Fred Ebb (Cabaret, Chicago) one of their 
best: rather than steal from their es- 
timable selves, they provide Latin-tinged 
numbers that can echo Andrew Lloyd 
Webber, Les Misérables, or A Chorus Line. 

Probably because of its less-than- 
crowd-pleasing merger of serious content 
and Broadway glitz (not to mention its 
tender depiction of Molina’s ministrations 


to Valentin after a bout of diarrhea), Kiss of 
the Spider Woman, for all its plaudits, is not 
often done. Mixing off-stage screams and 
the parading of bloody torture victims 
with old-movie scenarios done up like Ve- 
gas takes on Bird of Paradise and Anna Kareni- 
na is risky business. It’s also a hell of an 
undertaking, one that SpeakEasy pulls off 
without stinting on excess, Fosse-tinged 
choreography, or human feeling (despite 
McNally’s gag-strewn book). 

For the three principal roles, director 
Paul Daigneault has turned not to Boston 
musical theater’s usual solid suspects but 
to three singers who are largely un- 
known, and the gamble pays off. John 
King is a flamboyant yet innocent Molina 
who whether worshipping his Aurora or 
showboating through a smoky morphine- 
induced dream (complete with dazed 
“male” nurses in skewed caps) displays an 
effortless singing voice and boyish beati- 
tude. Recently minted Boston Conservato- 
ry MFA Brendan McNab is a gnarled, prig- 
gish Valentin who rises to the “One Day 
More” occasion of “The Day After That.” 
(It’s not his fault the script makes Valen- 
tin more romantic and calculating than 
revolutionary.) And engineering-student- 
turned-A-Chorus-Line-stalwart-turned- 
lawyer-turned-full-time-mom Christine 
A. Maglione steps right into the tall silver 
shoes of Chita Rivera as hootchy-kootchy 
River Styx-wading bombshell Aurora. 
Abetted by a cocky quartet of male 
dancers, she pulls off the centerpiece 
moves of David Connolly’s choreography, 
climbs Eric Levenson’s cage/web of a set, 
glimmers in Seth Bodie’s elaborate cos- 
tumes, and exudes a sinister seductive- 
ness without coming off as some camp 
combination of Carmen Miranda and the 
Reaper. Musical director Paul S. Katz con- 
ducts an unseen but appreciated 12-person 
orchestra, and there is a vocally sweet 
performance by Veronica Kuehn as the 
woman Valentin loves better than he does 
the revolution. 

Women don’t do much about loving 
themselves in Marie Jones’s Women on the 
Verge of HRT, which is getting its New Eng- 
land premiere from Sigan Theatre Compa- 
ny (at the BCA Plaza Theatre through No- 
vember 20). This 1995 work by the author 
of the Olivier Award-winning Stones in His 
Pockets means to be a defiant feminist com-

edy, but it comes across as self-negating, 
with its two 40-something protagonists — 
Belfast women who have traveled to Irish 
country crooner Daniel O’Donnell’s annual 
Donegal open house for his fans — be- 
moaning having been relegated to the 
“sexual slag heap,” from which the only 
options seem to be to settle into the dross 
and dream or to decry one’s fate. 

Women on the Verge of HRT (the initials re- 
fer to hormone replacement therapy) is a 
strange, potentially intriguing work in 
which a sit-com first act is followed by a 
surreal second in which the two women 
and a romantic waiter called Fergal ven- 
ture into the Donegal dawn to invoke the 
spirit of the banshee — a mythical woman 
unlucky in love and ostensibly trans- 
formed into a withered and bitter spectral 
presence whose windy wailing foreshad- 
ows death (whether hormonal or actual). 
But the play, which probably means to as- 
sert that women “of a certain age” have 
passion aplenty, seems to acquiescence to 
rather than thumb its nose at the notion 
that ladies over 4o are hags who had best 
hang it up. 

Certainly the disparities raised in the 
play are real: how often has it been ob- 
served that male movie stars with maps of 
hard living on their faces are repeatedly 
paired with Botox-pumped women half 
their age? Also real, it would seem, are the 
legion of Irish women who worship at the 
shrine of the unctuous O’Donnell, who’s 
“just as big as Barry Manilow on a smaller 
scale.” Women begins, hilariously, with 
Sugan artistic director Carmel O’Reilly’s 
winsome if aging Anna settling down in 
her hotel room with an “Anna loves 
Daniel” pillow case and a video of her icon 
warbling “What ever happened to old- 
fashioned love?” before emerald hills and 
his own grandiose estate as women disem- 





bark from buses to have their photos tak 
en or present him with a teapot. (My fa- 
vorite detail of Robert Scanlan’s spitfire of 
a production is that, Anna having frozen 
the video, the countenance of O’Donnell 
presides over the rest of the act, looking 
like a slick, sick cow.) Then Anna’s feistier 
companion, pissed-off divorcée Vera (a 
bristling Judith McIntyre), turns up with 
a chip on her shoulder big enough to mar- 
ry. But Vera doesn’t so much want a hus- 
band as she wants to remain sexually “vis- 
ible” in a society where youth is the 
lodestar of poets and porn purveyors alike. 
The most interesting parts of act one 
are the little out-of-nowhere musical in- 
terludes (written by Neil Martin with ac- 
companiment by musical director Jeffrey 
Goldberg, who with keyboard is whisked 
into view by the drawing of a curtain). 
These songs are rendered in clear, unor- 
namented voices, whether the spurned 
Anna and Vera are demanding “the right 
to reply/When told my passion should lie 
down and die” or Derry Woodhouse’s Fer- 
gal is morphing into O’Donnell to work 
the BCA crowd. The second act takes a 
deeper swerve from reality, with the 
women joining Fergal on the beach where 
the fabled banshee burps up whoever the 
ladies wish to question, including Vera’s 
preening ex, his young wife, and Anna’s 
uncommunicative husband, Marty, to 
take the last nick of sheen off their dull 
union. All these spirits are whimsically 
rendered by Woodhouse, in bits and 
pieces of costume, and allowed a shard of 
woundedness beneath the caricature. In 
the end it all goes up in a puff of smoke 
that only further obscures Jones’s intent. 
Women on the Verge of HRT has apparently en- 
joyed success in Ireland and England. 
There’s even a sequel called Women on the 
Verge Get a Life.

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DOUBLE EDGE RESPONDS TO DON QUIXOTE 


The UnPOSSESSED™ 


In our throw-away culture, four 

centuries of reinvention count for 
something. Miguel Cervantes’s imperish- 
able hero, Bon Quixote, who has tilted at 
windmills in the ballet and on the musical 
stage, will celebrate his 400th birthday in 
The UnPOSSESSED, a theatrical creation of 
Double Edge Theatre Company, which the 
American Repertory Theatre and World 
Music/CRASHarts have teamed up to pres- 
ent next week at Zero Arrow Theatre. 

Double Edge began in Allston and is best 
known for its Song Trilogy. Ten years ago, it 
relocated to a farm in Ashfield, where the ac- 
tors live, rehearse, and train in the demand- 
ing physical style of Polish director Jerzy Gro- 
towski. They also run an actor-training per- 
son and tend their collective fields, chickens, 
and vegetable garden. “We are not a com- 
mune or a kibbutz,” says artistic director Sta- 
cy Klein. “We bought the farm so we can 
financially afford to do our work, in our own 
way.” The troupe has performed its intense, 
densely metaphoric works in Europe and 
South America as well as closer to home. The 
UnPOSSESSED was acclaimed last fall at 
New York’s La Mama Annex. 

Although its imagistic pieces often stem 
from the troupe's study of a particular source, 
Double Edge depends on the actors’ physical 
reactions to the material, which is unfiltered 
by a playwright but shaped by Klein. The 
performers’ tools range from circus skills to 
the audience-actor relationships forged in 
the street theaters of Latin America. They're 
enhanced by props, puppets, and original 
music by company member Justin Handley. 


Klein — who trained in the 1970s under 
Rena Mirecka, one of two women in Gro- 
towski’s company, and with Eugenio Barba, 
the Italian-born director of Denmark's Odin 
Teatret — credits her artistic partner, Carlos 
Uriona, with the company’s current fusion 
of styles: “What we share is our experience 
working in an ensemble.” Uriona, who plays 
Don Quixote, explains, “I am an actor basi- 
Cally in the sense of action, not presenta- 
tion. | was trained in all kinds of folk the- 
ater in Latin America.” That would include 
the Wild West atmosphere of the Theater 
of the Gauchos. 

Uriona found a role model for his Don 
Quixote in Che Guevara: “He's a large pres- 
ence all over the world, an image for me 
because of his passion and his dream. He 
was fighting a war.” Klein adds, “The per- 
formance is not political. It’s about the 
Quixote in everyone. The danger of fanati- 
cism is a possibility in each one of us.” 

Klein was first drawn to Cervantes’s novel 
four years ago, when she felt the need to 
question her own artistic, socio-political drive 
— as she says, “whether it was actually a 
Quixote dream to share creativity with a 
society that wasn’t interested. | do feel 
people are responding to the events after 
9/11. The young people are interested in a 
way | haven't seen for years.”

Kelley Donovan's Visceral Threads

Kelley Donovan began her new 

piece, Visceral Threads, with a solo Fri- 
day night at the Dance Complex. Moving 
down a diagonal with large swoops and 
curves of her torso and scooping, spiraling 
arms, she spun a theme that the seven 
other dancers took apart and worked on 
for the rest of the piece. Although she 
seemed to be their inspiration, she danced 
separately from the rest of them in the 30 
minutes that followed. The whole piece 
had a contradictory air of private probing 
within a shared body of information. 

After Donovan exited, the other 
women (Sarah Ackley, Sara Allen, Court- 
ney Cann, Cailin Good, Stephanie McHugh, 
Celeste Platt, and Mary Jane Tang) began 
crossing the space one by one. Entering 
from the audience’s left, they trod slowly, 
step by step, channeling their gazes 
straight ahead. When four or five of them 
had accumulated, they began to break out 
of the pattern, with turns or twisted ges- 
tures or momentary reversals of their for- 
ward progress. They seemed to choose 
their own timing for these mild outbreaks, 
and suddenly they fell into unison, run- 
ning and windmilling their arms, only to 
return to their solitary journeys. 

There didn’t seem to be any signals in 
the textured white sound that accompa- 
nied them, which gradually morphed 
from what sounded like an organ to glock- 
enspiel to marimba. The whole dance had 
this mixture of diffused and indefinite ac- 
tivity that contained very clearly motivat- 
ed personal action. The women paired off 
briefly for subdued or vigorous duets. 
Sometimes they lifted one another into 
big cartwheeling arcs; sometimes they

barely touched or mirrored each other without 
touching at all or even making eye contact. 

They grouped together to divide the space 
with a horizontal line-up, and Donovan 
expanded on her solo, first downstage of 
them, then behind their line. She’d arrive 
like this from time to time, as if to renew 
their energy source. 

The music changed from the first, pleas- 
ing minimalist wash to a noisy combination 
of static, whine, and motors. But the dance 
kept on evolving in its own way. The seven 
women formed a line-up from upstage to 
downstage. Slowly revolving together, they 
took the line back across the stage toward 
the side where they’d first entered. Again 
without any obvious cueing, they stepped out 
of the line to dance solos, not straying too 
far away and returning quickly to their places. 

When the line had reached approximate- 
ly center stage, it suddenly broke apart. The 
women went flying off and tumbling in all 
directions. Then the line reassembled and 
the solos continued, now two or three dancers 
at atime, and you’d notice momentary 
reflections as they fell in and out of unison. 

The music got more insistent. A man’s 
voice at one point belched out phrases from 
some kind of story or poem that I didn’t think 
worth concentrating on. There were high, 
grinding sound effects and whistles, and 
later another man improvising like a stand-up 
comedian but without saying anything fun- 
ny. Trios of dancers scrolled back across the 
space again, the two outside women in unison 
and the one in the center dancing a differ- 
ent theme. The man’s voice went into a loop 
with tinkling finger bells and drumming. 

All the women reassembled, and just as 
the male voice remarked, “You know, 
there’s a lot of closets,” 
one person, not Donovan, 
was beginning what could 
have been another solo, 
and the lights went out. 

Visceral Threads was 
billed as an “evening- 
length” work. A program 
note told us the dance was 
exploring “spirituality and 
internal transformation.” 
I don’t know whether the 
abrupt ending signified 
that there’ll be more to 
the dance eventually, 
and maybe the transfor- 
mation and spirituality 
took place in the pre-per- 
formance dancemaking. 
Without taking away 
anything particularly 
high-minded, I enjoyed 
it for the richness of the 
movement and the 
pleasure of seeing how a 
compositional process 
can develop. ©

Chuck Close’s breakthrough was a nine- 
foot-tall painting that he dubbed, with 
typical deadpan, Big Self-Portrait. It mimics 
a black-and-white snapshot he took of his 
own mug. You find yourself staring up at 
this scruffy bohemian behemoth, up past 
the smoking cigarette dangling from his 
lips, past his moustache, up his nose, 
through his glasses, where you meet his 
eyes staring sleepily back down upon you, 
demanding, “What you lookin’ at?” 

Big Self-Portrait was done in 1968. In the 
few years since finishing grad school at 
Yale, Close had reached a dead end with the 
Willem de Kooning knockoffs he’d been 
churning out. (“When I fir 

. Kooning in the early 80s, 
pleasure to meet someone wh 
a few more De Koonings than I hz 






















the air, and Close drew on all three to in 
vent a style that would bring hi >. His 
idea was simple: he’d photograph the faces 
of family and friends; he’d reproduce the 
photographs on canvas; he’d paint them as 
tall as the ceiling of his Manhattan loft; 
he’d limit himself to one color, black; and 
he’d banish his individual expressive touch 
by wielding an airbrush. The effect was as- 
tonishingly complex. “One of the things 
the ’60s was about was a belief in the 
process, a belief that the process would set 
you free,” he recalled years later. “All you 
had to do was follow the process wherever it 
would take you.” The 27-year-old concocted 
a step-by-step scientific formula for paint- 
ing. He flipped the switch and four months 
later Big Self-Portrait popped out. When he 
tested it again, what would it produce? 

The answer is face after face. Portraits 
remain a constant in Close’s equation, even 
as over nearly four decades he’s changed 
variable after variable and set the process in 
motion again. About a hundred of these 
faces — prints, working proofs, and objects 
— now hang at the Addison Gallery in An- 
dover in “Chuck Close Prints: Process and 
Collaboration.” Meeting one of these faces 
can produce the uncanny feeling of being in 
the presence of strange homely gods or the 
giant, disembodied, levitating head of the 
Wizard of Oz. He resists calling these im- 
ages portraits. It’s clear there’s something 
charged in his choice of imagery, but for 
him, selecting a single subject all those

years ago — the human 
face — cleared a variable 

out of the way so he could 
focus his attention on for- 
mal matters. 

The earliest piece here is 
Keith/Mezzotint, a black-and- 
white mezzotint from 1972 
resembling Close’s early 
photorealistic paintings. 
Keith (artist Keith Holling- 
worth) appears with a thick 
head of wavy hair, pinched 
lips, glasses, and a turtle- 
neck. Your mind invents a 
life for this fellow. Fashion 
clues link it to its historical 
moment, even though in 
this instance Close adopted 
a technique that had been 
little used for a century. Like 
almost all of his art, the im- 
age was built by transfer- 
ring Keith’s likeness square 
by square from a grid laid 
over a photograph toa grid 

yn the printing plate. In the 
show’s catalogue, he says, 
“One of the things that came 
out of this, which directly 
led to most of what I have 
done since, was that the in- 
cremental unit remained 
apparent throughout the 
whole process. Keith’s build- 
ing blocks never meshed 
completely in the print as 


they had in the paintings. After finishing 
Keith, I started doing dot drawings and other 
pieces in which the incremental unit was 
visible and ultimately celebrated in a 


million different ways.” 


So printmaking would inspire Close’s fu- 
ture experiments. But I’d argue that print- 
making is also where his central subject — 
interrogating visual perception in the age of 
mechanical reproduction — is most com- 
pletely developed. His paintings explore the 
subject; the prints add the delicious para- 
dox of being mechanical reproductions 
themselves. Keith began as a photo; overa 
few months it was hand-sketched onto a 
copper plate and then mechanically printed 
once more. It’s a mix of handmade and ma- 
chine-made imitating a machine — and the 
hybrid makes it all the more curious. 

Leslie/Fingerprint (1986) is a portrait of his 
wife built from his own fingerprints, which 
he photographically transferred to an etch- 
ing plate and then printed. The gray finger- 
prints suggest he’s feeling his way over her 
face, intimately, caressingly, as if with his 
eyes closed. The portrait recalls cartoonist 
Saul Steinberg’s 1953 Passport Photo, in which

one fingerprint becomes the face of a fellow 
in a jacket and tie; the sketch toys with the 
idea of the fingerprint as the ultimate self- 
portrait. (The cartoon appears in the cata- 
logue for Steinberg’s Whitney Museum ret- 
rospective in 1978, which is also the year 
Close began his fingerprint works.) 

Despite the warmth of this image, 
Close’s art frequently leaves me cold. He has 
produced astounding works, like his photo- 
realist color portrait paintings from the ’70s 
(not part of this show), but “Chuck Close 
Prints” demonstrates that such visual py- 
rotechnics were a side effect of his cerebral 
experiments — a dispassionate examination 
of formal permutations. After Keith/Mez- 
zotint, the grid — in addition to the faces — 
became a constant, and prominent, factor 
in the formula. In Self-Portrait, a 1977 etching 
and aquatint, each square is variably filled 
with hatching to create a pixilated face. In 
Phil III, a 1982 portrait of Close’s pal the min- 
imalist composer Philip Glass, the grid be- 
comes dyed squares of paper pulp. In the 
1986 Japanese-style woodcut Leslie, his wife’s 
face is rendered in a grid of dots built up 
from 117 layers of watercolor. 


Close woke on 
December 7, 1988, with 
pains radiating from his 
chest down to his finger- 
tips. He willed it away, but 
the symptoms grew so se- 
vere that in the evening he 
checked himself into a hos- 
pital. Within hours he was 
paralyzed from the neck 
down. The cause? A blood 
clot in an artery feeding his 
spine. After months of 
physical therapy, he re- 
gained limited movement 
in his arms. Nurses rigged 
a brace around his right 
arm so he could hold a 
brush. “I could make a 
lozenge shape and then my 
hands would drop back in 
my lap,” he recalled. “I 
thought about making lit- 
tle teeny paintings. I'll 
paint in my lap little two- 
inch paintings backed with 
Velcro and then they’ll all 
go together on the wall like 
a big jigsaw puzzle.” 

When he returned home 
from the hospital, that’s 
what he did — but all on 
one canvas. He had a rig 
constructed, with a trap- 
door in his studio floor, 
that allowed paintings to 
be adjusted so he could 


reach each part while seated in a wheel- 
chair with a brush strapped to his arm. 

He had shifted to a pixilated way of paint- 
ing — like a television getting spotty recep- 
tion — earlier that decade, and now he 
continued along that path. The 2000 paint- 
ing Emma (his infant niece), the 2000 
screenprint Self-Portrait, and the 2002 wood- 
cut Emma, all at the Addison, dissolve into 
jiggling grids of “hot dogs and lozenges 
and doughnuts.” 

The marvel is not that Close’s style 
changed but that it advanced almost unin- 
terrupted. The look suggests insects 
squirming across a face or molecules com- 
ing apart. When you turn back to warts- 
and-all portraits like Keith/Mezzotint, you re- 
alize that something of this skin crawling 
feeling was always there. Your eyes strug- 
gle to force the pieces together, but Close 
designed the pictures so the images keep 
shifting between component marks and 
composite portrait, between raw artifice 
and transporting illusion, never quite set- 
tling into one or the other. And this rest- 
lessness, I think, reveals his greater point: 
that your eyes are trying to deceive you. ©

wo years ago, Boston Conservatory 
put on an inspired version of 
Leonard Bernstein’s Candide. This 
year, the same team — stage di- 
rector Neil Donohoe, choreogra- 
pher Michelle Chassé, conductor Reuben R. 
Reynolds Ill, set designer Peter Waldron — 
took on the extravagant Arabian Nights musi- 
cal Kismet and again got the style and tone 
pitch-perfect. In 1953, Robert Wright and 
George Forrest, who'd already put lyrics to 
Grieg (Song of Norway), used Borodin for a 
show turning an Arthur Knoblock play into 
a vehicle for Alfred (Oklahoma! , Kiss Me Kate) 
Drake. Some of its songs are now standards 
(“Stranger in Paradise,” “Baubles, Bangles, 
and Beads”), and lesser-known numbers 
overflow with Borodin’s gorgeous tunes and 
some very sophisticated (and timelier- 
than-ever) lyrics. “Not Since Nineveh” be- 
gins, “Baghdad, don’t underestimate 
Baghdad . . . Baghdad, you must investigate 
Baghdad,” then spins a dazzling daisy chain 
of repeated rhymes: “Not since Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s hanging garden went to pot,/No, 
not since that village near Gomorrah/Got/ 
Too hot/For Lot./Not since Nineveh, /Not 
since Nineveh.” “In a world to prone to be 
prosaic,” the poor poet hero Hajj sings, “I 
make my own panacea:/An iota of iambic 
and a tittle of trochaic,/Added to a small 
amount of onomatopeeia.” 

Imagine asking a young performer to 
fill the shoes of Alfred Drake. Ryan Mark 
Malyar may not yet have Drake’s charis- 
ma, but he took over the stage and held it 
better than Howard Keel in the film ver- 
sion. As Hajj’s daughter, Marsinah, Rebec- 
ca Strimaitis sang affectingly and, ina 
blandly conceived role, exuded personali- 
ty. Weston Olson, the Caliph, has the 
voice and the looks any Broadway leading 
man would sell his soul for. 

Kismet’s tongue-in-cheek charm is large- 
ly missing from the movie, but Donohoe 
made sure everyone’s tongue was in the 
right place. At one point, the chorus 
turned into a billowing flying carpet under 
Hajj. In “And This Is My Beloved” 
(Borodin’s famous string quartet trans- 
formed into a vocal quartet), each separat- 
ed lover is trying to describe the other to 
someone else — the two conversations 
counterpointed on opposite sides of the 
stage. As the lovers’ voices blended, Dono- 
hoe had them cross the stage, as if they 
were looking for each other. At the climax 
of the song, they were actually standing 
right next to each other — only without 
knowing how close they were 

Every aspect of this Kismet was an 
object lesson in how to put on a show. I 
wish everyone interested in musical the- 
ater could have seen it. 1 wish I could 
see it again. 
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Two young artists joined gifts in a 

Bank of America Celebrity Series 
Boston Marquee concert: violinist and 
Harvard undergrad Stefan Jackiw (20) and 
Boston Conservatory’s Max Levinson (33), 
who’ve appeared, separately, in previous 
Marquee events. The program included 
Stravinsky’s Suite italienne (movements he 
transcribed from Pulcinella), Richard 
Strauss’s bravura but shallow Violin 
Sonata, Mozart’s great B-flat Sonata, 
K.328, and two confections: a transcrip- 
tion of Liszt’s famous Consolation No. 3 and 
Saint-Saéns’s scintillating, once-in- 
evitable Introduction and Rondo capriccioso. 
Levinson is good for Jackiw, whose im- 
pressive technique and sensitive musicali- 
ty doesn’t yet have his partner’s nuances 
of color and feeling. Jackiw obviously got a 
kick from the Saint-Saéns (the only time 
he cracked a smile), but his Mozart — 
lovely and courteous (he held back when 
the piano held forth) — lacked the sus- 
tained singing line the slow movement 
(“sostenuto e cantabile”) requests and the

pure joy of the finale. Where Stravinsky 
teases and cajoles, Jackiw remained sober. 
He dedicated his first encore, Nathan Mil- 
stein’s transcription of Chopin’s C-sharp- 
minor Nocturne, to his late teacher, 
Michéle Auclair, who died last June, and 
for the first time, unforced heartfelt emo- 
tion rose to the surface. 


Collage New Music devoted half of its 

Halloween program to HK Cruber’s 
Frankenstein!! (1979) — a set of gallows-hu- 
mored nursery rhymes recited by a “chan- 
sonnier,” British actor Walter Van Dyk, 
whose ghoulish white make-up and unin- 
hibited double takes seemed designed to 
suggest Mark Morris. Music director 
David Hoose and the marvelous players 
had a blast with the toy instruments — 
pennywhistle, kazoo, plastic saxophone, 
paper bags blown up and popped, and 
those plastic sticks that whistle when you 
spin them around. Tuneful, cheeky, and 
not as Menacing as it could be (“He’s had 
too much roasted goat./See him waving 


at his boat”), Frankenstein!! made the three 
well-crafted pieces on the first half of the 
program — by MIT’s Curtis K. Hughes, 
Harvard’s Elliott Gyger, and 84-year-old 
Andrew Imbrie — seem a little lacking in 
profile. 

The hit of Boston Musica Viva’s 
“Boston Celtics” (Scottish, British, Irish, 
and Welsh composers) was the premiere of 
Welsh-born Andy Vores’s Forgot —engag- 
ing, touching, singable settings of two 
Seamus Heaney poems about opposite 
kinds of forgetfulness (of responsibility 
and of self), with Canadian soprano Val- 
dine Anderson. No one objected to hearing 
it twice. In Mad Sweeney, which was getting 
its American premiere, Irish composer 
Frank Corcoran’s wild-man recitation from 
Heaney’s English rendering of the mediz- 
val Irish tale about the mad warrior king 
and knotty sound world reminded me of 
Peter Maxwell Davies’s 1969 Eight Songs for a 
Mad King (This was One Song for a Mad King.) 
All the playing, under Richard Pittman, 
was spectacular. © 





Parlez-vous francais? 


BOSTON LYRIC OPERA DOES LUCIE, NOT LUCIA 


In Boston Lyric Opera’s joint production, 
with Glimmerglass Opera, of Lucie de Lam- 

mermoor (at the Shubert Theatre through No- 
vember 15, with a live WGBH broadcast Novem- 
ber 13 at 3 pm), it’s startling to find Donizetti's 
put-upon Scottish maiden — better known as Lu- 
cia di Lammermoor — translated, replotted, and 
recomposed. Donizetti made his revision for Paris's 
Théatre de la Renaissance in 1839, four years af- 
ter the premiere of Lucia, and though it was long 
the standard version in provincial French opera, 
it ‘s now a rarity. | know of no recording. 

The differences? If Lucia was fatally alone, 
Lucie is even more so. Expunged from the 
story is her faithful friend Alisa; in Alisa’s place 
is Gilbert, a cynical facilitator of bad deeds for 
whom all liaisons are dangerous if he has any- 
thing to do with it, and especially if there’s mon- 
ey to be gained. His addition underlines what a 
truly guy opera Lucia/Lucie is. Besides the hero- 
ine, there’s only the ladies of the chorus, who 
show up late in the proceedings as bystanders. 

Most of the music in Lucie is recognizably 
Lucia, however, and conducted as keenly as it was 
by Emmanuel Plasson, it can remind you how 
keenly Donizetti felt for his characters’ plights. Not 
only did he make beautiful passionate melodies 
he was sincere! Combine these with the dramati- 
cally trim, straight-to-the mark libretto (by 
Alphonse Royer and Gustave Vaez) and you have 


something akin to the novelistic page turner. And 
there was some shrewd, canny stage direction as 
well — in the Mad Scene, the physical gestures 
were beautifully keyed to the musical details of 
Lucie’s step-by-step plunge into dementia. 

As Lucie, Tracy Dahl had at her disposal a 
strong but slender voice with more color in it than 
she may realize at present. Her singing was true, 
free, and agile, if somewhat edgy on high, occu- 
pying a secure middie ground between the 
featherweight coloraturas who were once 
the norm and the post-Maria Callas 
heavies. If her physical presence — 
that of a bouncy games mistress — 
sometimes worked against her, 
that wasn’t her fault. The 
note of piercing sadness 
always came through. 

Apart from her dra- 
matic plight, Lucie was in 
good company. Baritone 
Gaetan Laperriére, the 
only native Francophone 
in the cast, brought 
an additionally 
plausible swagger to his 
big-voiced singing of 
Henri, Lucie’s ambitious 
brother. As Edgard, Yasu 
Nakajima sang lightly 









and inoffensively. Alan Schneider's sappy tenor 
seemed perfect for Gilbert. Tenor Joshua Kohl 
(Arthur Bucklaw) and bass David M. Cushing (Ray- 
mond) gave good vocal and dramatic value. Add 
to the list some beautifully spare and gloomy set 
designs, a first-class chorus, and useful English 
supertitles. At one point in these last, a character 
did in fact declare, “| love Lucie.” 

There was probably no way 

around it.

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Ricky Moody has a laugh

THE DIVINERS 


BY RICK: MOODY | LITTLE, BROWN | S67 PP | $29.95 


Rick Moody, past master of tales of sub- 
urban alienation (Garden State, The Ice 
Storm), has made an ambitious leap into 
another genre — a sprawling, over- 
stuffed satiric novel centered on the ef- 
forts of various incompetents to get 
made a television mini-series called The 
Diviners. It’s an epic concept that starts 
with the Mongol hordes and ends with 
the founding of Las Vegas, and it’s held 
together, dubiously, by the theme of di- 
vining, or dowsing, the old practice of 
finding water with a crooked stick. 
Moody — whose prose style is itself 
alienated, if not post-traumatic, in its 
insistence on atomizing his subjects 
while retaining a lofty distance — milks 
the grand stupidity of the idea for all it’s 
worth. Most of the characters in the 
book (and there are a couple dozen) are 
stupid, delusional, or foolish to the 
point of being dangerous to themselves, 
and this is both a pleasure and a prob- 
lem, a source of humor but also tedium. 
Moody has a knack for the condescend- 
ing insight into dumb behavior, but how 
long can you get a kick out of feeling su- 
perior to other people? 

The mini-series is being developed by

Vanessa Meandro as a first foray into com- 
mercial fare by her indie film company, 
Means of Production. Vanessa is also devel- 
oping a project about Otis Redding called Try 
a Little Tenderness in which “The third act will 
answer the question of who had Otis Red- 
ding eliminated. . . . Vanessa wants it to be 
terrorists, for some reason, while [her assis- 
tant] Madison and the writer are leaning to- 
wards Cubans, in revenge for the Bay of 
Pigs.” So we’re in a loony world where every- 
thing is ridiculous and nothing is at stake. 
The story is set during the long-contest- 
ed Gore/Bush post-election, for no apparent 
reason other than to give it a properly ab- 


surdist backdrop. The plot complicates itself 


while we wait for its various threads to con- 
nect; it helps that the characters are dis- 
tinctive if a bit cliché’d. Vanessa is obese, a 
self-centered devourer of Krispy Kreme 
doughnuts and a terror to her staff. Action- 
movie star Thaddeus Griffith is vain and in- 
secure with an unlikely intellectual interior 
life he seems to have borrowed from the au- 
thor. Ranjeet, the Indian savant who’s 
helping to develop the script, is both exces- 
sively polite and impossibly arrogant. 
Vanessa’s mother, Rosa, is a crackpot in the 
hallucinatory stages of alcoholism. What’s 
more, though Moody seems to have written 
the novel in a mood of expansively curdled 
humor, he can’t help injecting the well- 
delineated howl of despair. Tucked away 
among the secondary characters, for exam- 
ple, is the unfunny Reverend Duffy, though 
you might take his angst as a spoof of Up- 
dikean religious turmoil. 
Contemplating an upcom- 
ing sermon fills him with 
uncharitable feelings to- 
ward some of his flock: “It 
nauseates the Reverend 
Duffy, this type of scrip- 
tural passage, it depresses 
him, but at the end of the 
church calendar, it is un- 
avoidable. The people who 
incline toward this kind of 
bunk, or the Book of Reve- 
lation, are the ones with 
borderline personality dis- 
order or a deluxe helping 
of delusional narcissism. 
They need clinical care.” 
What does it all mean? 
Probably not much. Which 
could explain why Moody 
leaves so many of the sto- 
Ty’s threads dangling. 
You don’t care whether 
the mini-series gets made, 
or whether one of the char- 
acters murdered someone 
— you just move from 
one scathing set piece to 
another, enjoying the 
clever prose. Ornot. ©

Let’s call 
him Joe. He checks cut the beer 
selection, but doesn’t see what 
he wants. So he orders another 
brand. Taking a sip, Joe tells his 
date about this new brew he’s tried recent- 
ly, the one he was looking for but wasn’t on 
tap. It’s a premium lager, light but flavor- 
ful. It’s domestic, but tastes like an import. 

He tells her about the last time he had it 
— he was at a trendy club with a crowd who 
usually drink cocktails. He encouraged 
them to try it. They all loved it. Problem is, 
he hasn’t seen it anywhere since. He asks 
the bartender if he’s heard of it. He hasn’t, 
but says he’ll mention it to his manager. 
Joe writes the name of the brand on a nap- 
kin and gives it to the guy. 

The rest of the date goes well. After a 
good-night kiss, Joe goes home, flips on his 
computer, and writes up a summary of the 
night. There are juicy details. Many excla- 
mation points. But he’s not writing a diary 
entry, or a triumphant e-mail to his buddy. 
He’s filing a report with BzzAgent, a three- 
year-old Boston company that’s a leader in 
the burgeoning and controversial business 
of word-of-mouth marketing.

The brewery has paid BzzAgent $347,000 
to round up Joe and 7999 others like him.

about his date that he forgot to mention his 
affiliation with BzzAgent, usually he’s up- 
front about it. It’s a cool operation, he says. 
He gets free samples, gets the inside dope 
on new products no one’s tried yet. He does- 
n’t just buzz about beer, either. He talks up 
food, books, jeans, coffeemakers, video 
games, motor oil. And, if you don’t count 
the “BzzPoints” he accumulates with every 
report he files and can eventually redeem 
for prizes like books, CDs, and even airfare, 
he does it for free. 

Joe is fictional. But you may have en- 
countered someone just like him. There are 
6000 BzzAgents in Massachusetts, and 
4000 in metro Boston alone. By this time 
next year, there may well be more than 
twice that number. 

BzzAgent insists it encourages openness, 
transparency, and honesty in all its agents, 
and it vociferously distances itself from the 
deceptive practices of other “shill” and 
“stealth” marketers. But is it creating a mer- 
chandising meritocracy, with consumers no 
longer marketers’ targets but active and 
willing participants? Is it causing the com- 
modification of basic human interaction? 
While critics wax Orwellian about “seeding 
programs” and “viral marketing,” BzzAgent 
beams about its “brand evangelists,” a “com- 
munity of communicators” spearheading a 
“reality marketing revolution!” Which is it? 

One watchdog group has asked the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to look into the 
word-of-mouth phenomenon. (The indus- 
try’s trade group, the Word of Mouth Mar- 
keting Association, has more than 200 
members; some studies have estimated it’s 
a $60 million industry.) In Massachusetts, 
state representative Michael E. Festa (D- 
Melrose) has introduced legislation to ensure 


word-of-mouth marketers can’t exploit 
children. AdAge magazine even ran a story 
recently titled “Is Buzz Marketing Illegal?” 

It is a contentious practice, but one that’s 
probably not going away. Because, as hun- 
dreds of corporations have discovered, it 
works. “Word-of-mouth is a marketer’s 
dream,” writes BzzAgent founder David 
Balter in his just-published book (co-written 
with John Butman), Grapevine: The New Art of 
Word-of-Mouth Marketing. “It’s the most power- 
ful, adaptable, fast-moving communications 
medium on the planet. Millions of people 
talking about your product — what could be 
more spectacular?” 

Depends who you ask. 


TO BEE OR NOT TO BEE? 

BzzAgent’s Central Hive occupies the 
fourth floor of a building on Summer 
Street. It’s bright and colorful, newly reno- 
vated, with high ceilings and exposed 
beams. In the center of the office, a few 
dozen hip, stylish employees pore over 
spreadsheets glowing on sleek new Macs. 

In a spacious conference room, sitting 
before a bulletin board adorned with a bliz- 
zard of brainstorm detritus, 33-year-old Bal- 
ter is describing how he went from psychol- 
ogy major at Skidmore to where he is now. 
He used to be in promotions, making gim- 
micky gizmos for companies to market 
themselves with, like digital business cards 
and holographic lollipops. But, he says, 
“people didn’t care.” 

Around this time, Balter was reading 
books like The Tipping Point, by Malcolm 
Gladwell, and Unleashing the IdeaVirus, by Seth 
Godin, books that explore how everyday 
human interaction affects commerce and 
world events. When a friend recommended 
economist Paul Omerod’s Butterfly Economics, 
which frames economics not as a predictable 
mechanism but as a capricious living organ- 
ism, Balter was hooked. He studied the 
word-of-mouth algorithms worked out by 
Pattie Maes, an associate professor in MIT’s 
Program in Media Arts and Sciences, and 
consultations with her validated his theory 
— that harnessing the power of human 
conversation could prove infinitely more 
effective than traditional, tried-and-tired 
marketing practices. Others weren’t so 
sure. When Balter first approached poten- 
tial clients, “There were agencies that al- 
most literally threw us out of the office. 
“What are you talking about? Go. Please.’ 
They couldn’t imagine that their consumers 
would ever care enough to do this.” 

So, like any smart fledgling entrepre- 
neur, he decided to test-run his idea — for 
free. In 2002, he approached the Penguin 
publishing company, which, somewhat 
skeptically, enlisted BzzAgent to market a 
book by first-time author Adam Davies, 
called The Frog King. Balter and his right-hand 
man Jon O’Toole — “the only guy who would 
agree to join the company ... but only after 
he asked if 1 was sure it was legal,” Balter 
writes in Grapevine — drew up a list of memo- 
rable passages to cite and suggestions for 
sorts of people to chat up, and sent them toa 
small pool of BzzAgents. Before long, they 
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started reporting back with success stories. 
And soon, the book started selling. The cam- 
paign worked so well that Portfolio, a divi- 
sion of Penguin, is now publishing Grapevine. 
And, of course, BzzAgent has launched a Bz- 
zCampaign to promote it. 

Flash forward three years. BzzAgent has 
since launched roughly 200 campaigns for 
about 160 clients, everyone from Kellogg to 
Sun Microsystems to Castrol/BP. Each cam- 
paign lasts 12 weeks and involves a network 
of at least 1000 agents who will perform 
five or six activities over a 12-week program 
— anything from casual conversation to 
dropping off of a suggestion card to men- 
tioning a product on an Internet message 
board. (Balter says that 80 percent of 
buzzing happens offline.) 

Clients pay $95,000 for those thousand 
BzzAgents, and $36,000 for every thousand 
thereafter. (Balter says BzzAgents’ rates will 
increase in January.) The number of Bzz- 
Agents in regional campaigns — for Boston 
Museum of Science, say, or Garelick Farms 
— varies. National campaigns usually 
involve around 8000 agents. 

There are 34 BzzCampaigns ongoing at 
the moment, implement- 
ed by more than 115,000 
Bzz- Agents who sign up 
online at BzzAgent.com 
(and 2000 more sign up 
each day). They fill out a 
profile — name, age, loca- 
tion, interests, how 
much they travel, how 
much they read — and are 
assigned campaigns 
based on demographics 
and behavior patterns. 

So far, it’s worked, “I 
can’t talk figures, but I can 
tell you that this year 
we’ve grown from 20 em- 
ployees to about 50,” Balter 
says. (A Boston Business Jour- 
nal article, published a year 
ago, reported a projected 
$3.3 million in revenue by 
the end of 2004). “We’re 
growing by about 250 per- 
cent over last year. We nev- 
er expected this. I expected 
this to be a little family 
business, just sort of a fun 
time. But this has succeed- 
ed beyond our wildest ex- 
pectations.” 


BLOG BACKLASH 
Reacting to a New York Times Magazine article 
about word-of-mouth marketing in which 
BzzAgent was profiled, Talking Heads singer 
David Byme wrote on his blog that, “It’s a 
Philip K. Dick world. There are tens of thou- 
sands of these ‘agents’ out there. Ordinary 
people, not necessarily trendsetters or celebri- 
ties, who are living breathing advertise- 
ments.... [I]n this world, which is our world, 
no one is to be trusted. No one’s word, on this 
stuff at least, is to be taken at face value.” 
This past April, Creative Commons, the 
nonprofit licensing organization, an- 
nounced it had entered a partnership with 
BzzAgent to spread the word about its inno- 
vative and elastic copyrights. (BzzAgent 
took on the campaign pro bono, as one of 
the three “GoodBzz” campaigns it under- 
takes every year for groups like the March 
of Dimes and Global Health.) Almost im- 
mediately, the blogosphere was in high 
dudgeon, with many CC partisans calling it 
a “betrayal” of the group’s grassroots aims, 
and casting BzzAgent as “evil” and “creepy.” 
Barely a week later, the groups parted ways. 
Balter was disappointed. Not just be- 
cause he believes in Creative Commons, but 
because it was an object lesson in the 
strong feelings BzzAgent evokes — and 
what he says is its persistent mischaracter- 
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ization. “People too easily assume that 
word-of-mouth marketing only works 
through deception,” he writes. “They don’t 
see that, when there is full transparency 
and the system is based on the honest shar- 
ing of genuine opinions, word-of-mouth 
can be harnessed without it becoming a 
nightmare world of paranoid fantasies and 
secret agents lurking inside your brain.” 

Buzz marketing happens all the time. 
You do it too. Balter cites a study that found 
that 14 to 27 percent of conversations in- 
clude a reference to products or services. 
“Word of mouth happens. Whether mar- 
keters want it or not,” says Idea Virus author 
Seth Godin, whose book inspired Balter to 
start the company. “Citizens like to talk 
about stuff. Always have.” 

But word-of-mouth marketing has to 
be transparent, Balter says. The BzzAgent 
Code of Conduct insists that its agents 
always be truthful and up-front about their 
affiliation with the group. That they “deliv- 
er authentic Bzz ... naturally, in an 
unforced way.” And that if a product sucks, 
they should say it sucks. 

“That is the way this has to work,” says 
Balter. “This isn’t about 
selling your friends, or de- 
ceiving them.... It’s about 
having an opinion and 
sharing it.” 

In the beginning, 
however, BzzAgent did 
tell people to keep their 
connection with the com- 
pany secret. “But,” claims 
Balter, “they started say- 
ing to us, ‘I had to tell 
‘em. It was great. Y’know, 
he’s my brother, and he 
thought it was so cool!’ ” 
It wasn’t long before the 
numbers crunchers found 
that openness wasn’t just 
ethical, it made economic 
sense. Agents who were 
transparent had more 
success. 


AGENT FOR CHANGE 
You're wondering. Who 
are these people? These Bzz- 
Agents with numbers and 
code names? And why do 
they do it? 

They include everyone 
from students to home- 
makers to senior-level ex- 
ecutives, says Balter. Some 
of them say Bzzing helps them be more so- 
cial. Others like knowing their opinion is 
valued, or crave the affirmation and sense of 
purpose they get from being listened to by a 
big company. But most seem to just like be- 
ing insiders, getting products before every- 
one else, and trying cool stuff for free. 

Derek Archambault, 29, lives in 
Woonsocket, Rhode Island. He was one of 
the first BzzAgents, and has worked on 35 
campaigns in the metro Boston area. For 
him, “it appealed to something | did any- 
way, which is talk about stuff that I like.” 

“I keep it pretty natural,” he says of how 
he slips the products into conversation. “I 
don’t force it. It’s not like I get up in the 
morning and say, ‘I’m gonna go buzz Bare 
Knuckle Stout today for 15 minutes to five 
people. I don’t go looking for opportunities, 
it’s just when they present themselves.” A 
corollary to that casual approach however is 
that he doesn’t always mention his Bzz- 
Agent affiliation. 

Archambault says he does it because he 
enjoys it. “Getting the points and some of 
the prizes is a nice bonus, but that’s not 
why I’m doing it.” Indeed, even though Bzz- 
Points can be cashed in for neat marketing 
schwag (Archambault has a Bare Knuckle 
Stout boxing-ring bell), books and CDs, and 
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even cell phones and DVD players, only one 
half of one percent of BzzAgents have 
redeemed all their points — and barely 25 
percent redeem them at all. 

“I’m never gonna tell a friend of mine to 
buy something or do something that I don’t 
think they’ll like or enjoy,” Archambault 
says. “There’s no harm coming from it.” 

Maybe not. But reading some Bzz- 
Agents’ reports, the ones that are read and 
processed by Bzz employees and are so cen 
tral to its success, reveals some strange hu 
man interactions. One woman was work 
ing on a campaign for a coffeemaker, and 
decided to buy one for a coffee-loving 
co-worker who’d suddenly found herself in 
dire straits. “Tears welled up in her eyes, 
she writes in her BzzReport. “We were both 
crying and hugging each other. An older la- 
dy was standing next to us and said, ‘Wow, 
that must be some deal — what is it?’ So we 
explained our story and she put a cof- 
feemaker in her cart as well.” Another 
woman buzzed at her grandfather’s wake. 
Underscoring just how ubiquitous Bzz- 
Agents are becoming, one BzzAgent writes 
of unwittingly buzzing another BzzAgent. 

But it says something about the chummy 
relationship BzzAgents have with the Central 
Hive that they are so unflinchingly honest 
in their reports. “My girlfriend and I went 
to a bar to have a few drinks, and I ended 
up being a ‘naughty girl,” writes one. “We 
were sitting at the bar sipping our drinks 
when a cutie came up beside me and asked, 
“What are you wearing? You smell deli- 
cious.’ I replied, ‘Cool, by Lauren.’ ... We 
ended up having a very late night together, 
in all ways. He told me the next morning 
he liked it enough to buy [it] for his WIFE!” 


LARGE-SCALE DECEPTION? 
For Gary Ruskin, executive director and 
co-founder of Commercial Alert, a watch- 
dog group dedicated to keeping “commer- 
cial culture within its proper sphere,” 
word-of-mouth marketing represents an 
sinister intrusion of commerce on our daily 
lives. That’s why his group sent a letter to 
the Federal Trade Commission last month 
accusing word-of-mouth marketers of “per- 
petrating large-scale deception upon con- 
sumers by deploying buzz marketers who 
fail to disclose that they have been enlisted 
to promote products,” and asking the com- 
mission to investigate the practice’s legality. 
He’s probably going to be disappointed. 
“Basically, what it comes down to is 
whether things are legally deceptive under 
Section Five of the FTC Act,” says an FTC 
spokesperson, adding that any investiga- 
tion is months away from getting started. 
“It has to be more than just misleading. It 
has to harm consumers, and affect their 
decision to buy or purchase the product.” 


Balter welcomes the FTC’s scrutiny. 
“What they’ll find is that there’s a right 
way to do this stuff and the wrong way.... 
We have good policies, and we’re open to 
disclosure, we don’t want to fool people.” 

But Ruskin — whose qualms are not 
about BzzAgent specifically, but the practice 
in general — proffers a more qualitative ar- 
gument. “Buzz marketing is intrusive. It’s 
like telemarketing literally in your face. And 
it involves the commercialization of human 
relationships. Encouraging people to treat 
their families and friends like pawns.” 

Another contentious issue in the word 
of-mouth world is the use of minors. Kids 
buy stuff and talk about stuff just as much 
as adults do. And they’re valuable marketers. 
BzzAgent has 20,660 agents between the 
ages of 13 and 17. But, Balter says, any Bzz- 
Agent under 17 who’s offered a campaign 
has his or her parents notified. “We say, ‘By 
all means we'll pull them out if you want.’ 

. We are not a kids marketing company. 
We are not a teen marketing company. Fifty 
percent of our agents are over 25. But every 
body has a right to share their opinion.” 

In March, Representative Michael Festa 
introduced “An Act to Regulate Certain 
Employment Practices in Connection with 
Children’s Marketing Activities.” It is currently 
in the Labor and Workforce Development com- 
mittee, and should see a hearing by February 

Festa says he’s heard no horror stories 
about BzzAgent. Indeed, Balter worked with 
him to strengthen the legis] 
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says BzzAgent doesn’t raise red flags the 
way that other, explicitly youth-oriented 
buzz marketers do. But he wishes Balter 
would use his influence for good, asking 
the Word-of-Mouth Marketing Association, 
which BzzAgent co-founded, “to instill 
parental notification and consent in their 
ethics code. They have not done that.” 
Balter concedes this. But he insists that he 
does support institutionalizing parental 
notification, and says he’s confident that 
when the next draft of WOMMaA's code of 
ethics is finalized, it will be clearly stated. 


IN DEMAND 

Lately, Balter says he’s been turning down 
nearly 80 percent of the clients who 
approach him. Sometimes that’s because of 
the nature of their products. (“We don’t 
work in religion or politics right now. Or 
cigarettes. If any cigarette company wants 
us to work on their anti-smoking budget, 
we’d be glad to.”) But mostly it’s because 
BzzAgent can’t handle the sheer demand. 

The company is growing at a phenome- 
nal clip. It recently launched a Spanish 
initiative to tap into that giant and grow- 
ing demographic. And it’s a safe bet that 
more and more companies will be adding 
word-of-mouth as a line item on their mar- 
keting budgets. It’s just the beginning. Be- 
cause, Balter argues, rather than some 
dystopic infiltration of big business into 
our lives and relationships, buzz marketing 
represents the empowerment of regular 
folks. It means that companies will no 
longer market at us, but with us. 

So the next time a friend or family mem- 
ber sings the praises of a “terrific” new book 
or talks up a “delicious” new food, you 
might want to take it with a grain of salt. 
You may be getting buzzed. ©

Spanish charm and savory tapas to warm a Boston winter 


RAISING THE BAR There are many tapas classics on the menu at BarLola. 


As darkness closes in on another New Eng- 
land winter, let us fantasize about Spain. 
Not paella-on-the-beach Spain, nor dry- 
south-wind-blowing-dirt-into-your-eyes 
Spain, nor sheep-on-the-hill-below-the- 
castle Spain, nor op-art-of-the-sunflow- 
ers-turned-all-one-way Spain, nor still 
windblown-sand-in-your-eyes-down-the- 
back-streets-of-Madrid Spain, but about 
buildings with stone walls older than 
most languages, plastered over a dozen 
times, and cool in the afternoon. Our 
naps are done, there’s no real eating until 
midnight; let us have a few tapas anda 
cold drink of dry sherry. 

Let us go then to BarLola, down under- 
ground where once was Spasso, a decent- 
enough quasi-Italian trendorium. There 
have been other restaurants and clubs 
here before, even the fatal Hotel Vendome 
fire, and yet BarLola’s Spanish-style tapas 
bar feels so right and so authentic in these 
linked rooms with painted brick walls 
that it’s hard to remember anything else. 
While I have enjoyed all the tapas places 
in Boston, from Dali to Taberna de Haro, 
BarLola just has the look. It carries every- 
thing else back to a particular Spain that 
can be kept indoors with low light and 
sangria, even when there is a most un- 
Spanish slush outdoors. 

The Lola part evokes Pedro Almod- 
ovar’s movie, Run Lola Run, and so does the 
Spanish hip-hop played between the tech- 
no. The bullfight posters are laminated 
into the tables. At each of the latter is a 
zinnia, like a red echo of the sunflowers. 
The walls are white brick, with art and 
craft. The floor is painted, which is more 
Frida Kahlo than Spain, but very pretty. 

In fact, BarLola lacks my favorite tapa 


from Spain, fried calamari, and the vari- 
ety of barnacles and fried little fish. But 
they do have many of the classics among 
their nine cold and 27 or so hot little 
plates: the fried shrimp (although no one 
yet throws the shells on the floor), the po- 
tato omelet, the ham and Manchego 
cheese, and the translucent shrimp in 
garlic oil. 

To start with the fried shrimp, they are 
gambas rebozados ($7.50) — you are lisping 
the Zs by now, aren’t you? — and they are 
butterflied, have some shells, but also a 
wonderful little sweet sauce. The potato 
omelet ($6.50) has a confusing name: tor- 
tilla. It isn’t flat and it should be made by 
slow-frying potatoes in ludicrous amounts 
of olive oil, then pouring in egg at the 
end. Ours is two generous wedges, but 
they lack seasoning. In fact, even the ham 
and cheese lacks something. That some- 
thing is not edibility, nor authenticity. It 
may be the sherry, as we have compro- 
mised with sangria. The Manchego cheese 
(which might well come from La Mancha) 
and the Serrano ham (about which lam 
more dubious, because it is softer and less 
funky than Spanish ham) make a melting 
combination ($8) in four large bites. This 
is one tapa I would not consume in its en- 
tirety. Too much cheese for one person. 

The translucent shrimp in garlic oil 
($8) is lots of good eating; careful of the 
drips, now. Pincho de pollo ($7) is four skew- 
ered chunks of chicken on their way to be- 
coming satay, but a creamy mushroom 
sauce assures us they will never get to 
Thailand before being eaten up. Pollo al chil- 
landron ($7) is a throwback to medieval 
dishes of chicken, almonds, and raisins. 
If this reminds you of Sicilian food, re- 


member that Sicily was part of Spain (ora 
Catalan kingdom) for much of modern 
history, rejoining Italy only in the mid 
19th century. Thinly sliced beef, solomill< 
($8), is wonderful in another cream sauce 
Estofado de cordero ($6.50) is lamb in Moorish 
style; it is indeed almost a Moroccan stew 
With rice this would be dinner 

And there are new tapas to imagine 
new Spains with. Patatas al $5) isa dish 
of roast potatoes with a creamy garlic 
sauce. Bunuelos ($4.50) are four round frit- 
ters with vegetables woven in. Something 
mote traditional, squid stuffed with 
shrimp and crab ($7.50), has real flavor; 
the portion is three small squid bodies, 
each held together with a toothpick 

Another of the best items is also tradi 
tional, croquetas ($7), three soft chicken 
croquettes breaded and fried, and served 
hot in a cold tomato sauce. The contrast is 
everything. Artichokes in vinaigrette 

$7.50) are served with pimentos, Both are 
canned, yet the effect is solid. Espa 

vascos ($8) are canned white asparagus, al 
so effective, in a choice of mayonnaise or < 
richer (must be the Basque part) dressing. 
It’s not that tapas aren’t for vegetarians, 
more like the Spaniards have a similar 
view of vegetables as the French, which is 
that most vegetables are really for horses 

About that sangria ($6/glass; 
$22/pitcher): it is sweeter than I remem- 
ber it, but just as irresistible on a moist 
fall evening in Boston as on a hot summer 
day on the Mediterranean coast. The 
tapas, even ordered in two waves, fly by, 
and we are full. Then there is a pause, and 
because we have to go to the theater, we 
miss dessert. Dessert is not a Spanish con- 
cept, mostly. Here there is bread pudding 
and the like, but we will wait for another 
time when winter is closing in. 

Our servers were true Spaniards, and 
lots of fun on an early evening when they 
had time. As the restaurant filled up, 
things slowed down, and that’s how we 
lost our desserts. Make this your evening 
out (and careful with the sangria), and 
you'll get dessert, eventually. ©
